Paris, Oct. 22.—-By a vote of 325 to 
237 the Chamber of Deputies to-night 
approved the Government In the rup¬ 
ture of diplomatic relation* between 
France and the Vatican by the recall 
of Ambassador Nisard. 

The vote was taken after a boister¬ 
ous session. In the course of which 
Deputy Baudry d’Asson called Prime 
■Minister Combe* a brigand, and was 
restrained with difficulty from person¬ 
ally assaulting the Premier. In his 
speech, M. Combes replied to the criti¬ 
cism* made during the two days’ de¬ 
bate in the chamber. He said the rup¬ 
ture of relation* between the Y r atican 
and France showed the Impossibility of 
continuing the present concordat be¬ 
tween the church and the State. The 
Vatican had sought to discipline the 
Bishop of Laval before an ecclesiastical 
court which the French law-s did not 
recognize. The Royalists had charged 
the bishop with frequenting a Carmelite 
convent and writing love letters to the 
nun*. Christian charity, the Premier 
said, ought to save and protect the 
bishop against the Royalist charges, 
but it was evident that Satan was con¬ 
tinuing In his work.

Denounced As a Brigand. 


Washington, Oct. 22.—Senator Culber¬ 
son to-night gave out the following 
statement; 

’’Senator Lodge. In his speech at 
Quincy. Mass., last night, seems to 
have been mb led as to wha t I said at 
Carnegie Hall In New York City Thurs¬ 
day night. With reference to the letter 
of Secretary Hay to Minister Herraiv, 
dated January 21, 1903, I stated that it 
wa» withheld even from the Senate un¬ 
til February 4. 1904. and presented then 
In response to a resolution of the Sen¬ 
ate offered by a Democrat. Nothing 
whalever w'as said about the withhold¬ 
ing from the Senate of the letter of the 
President to Albert Shaw, as Senator 
Lodge stems to believe. With regard 
to this last letter I said part of it had 
been previously published and a copy 
had been given me with assurance* 
that there was no objection to pubHsh* 
Ing It in full. The partial publication 
was the first Intimation that any such 
letter had been written, and led to giv¬ 
ing out a copy by Senator Lodge.”

Th« reference to the Royalists 
brought on violent disorder, Baudry 
d’Asson fthoutlng: “The Royalists are 
better than such a brigand a* you.

I am In favor of a free church, 
but with the sajne freedom a® our other 
Institutions have. In reality it Is the 
Pope wtio wAAits separation. He wants 
to enslave the State as he enslave* the 
church. Let those w'ho will perform 
penance before Popes;’ I have notther 
the age nor the taste for such prac¬ 
tices.”

Great Disorder. 


North Vernon. Ind., Oct. 22.—After 
being out a little more than an hour 
the Jury in, the case of Fred WlJtman, 
on trial for the alleged murder of Mah- 
lon Well*, to-day returned a verdict of 
not guilty and the prisoner was releas¬ 
ed. 

The trial has occupied the attention 
of the court all week. 

Mahlon Well* was shot from ambush 
on the evening of September 3 while 
on hla way home along the railroad 
track, about three mile* north of this 
city. He staggered to the home of a 
neighbor and died wdthin a few’ min¬ 
ute*. The widow of the murdered man 
was one of the witnesses introduced 
in behalf of the accused. Wlllman did 
not testify. 

SHOT TO DEATH BY 

TWO STRIKE BREAKERS. 


Two Former Employes of Carnegie 
Mills Killed At Youngstown. 0.— 
Threats of Lynching Made. 


Youngstown, O., Oct. 22.—-Patrick Mc¬ 
Laughlin and Butler Connelly, Amalga¬ 
mated Association men, former em¬ 
ploye* of the Carnegie mills, were shot 
and killed In the street to-night by 
Frederick and George Woolf, wtrlke- 
bretiker*. The Woolf 1 * were arrested 
and taken to prison, followed by a lanse 
crowd which threatened to lynch the 
prisoners. 

It 1* claimed by friends of the dead 
men that the shooting was unprovoked 
and that they were given no chance 
to defend themselves. Great excitement 
prevails. 


PETITION DISMISSED 

WITHOUT PREJUDICE. 


M. Rlbot, leader of the opposition, re¬ 
plied to M. Combes, declaring that the 
Premier was a theologian gone astray 
a« a politician, and he accused the 
Prime MJnVrter of flippancy.

He declared 
that the Premier nought too cause Irri¬ 
tation in tih* relation* with the Vatican, 
instead of acting wisely and broadly 
with a view to Improving them. The 
rupture, he asserted, w as the work of 
AL Cotpbe*. who must bear the respons¬ 
ibility/

ing out of the Prime Minister’s policy 
concerning the separation of the Church 
and State.

The patriotic business men who were 
thu* forced out of line yesterday were 
determined to-day that th,ey would not 
be cheated out of their privilege to reg¬ 
ister this morning, and, taking “time 
by the forelock.” got Into line early, 
prepared to stick- l’p to late this aft¬ 
ernoon the figure* for the final day 
were In excess of those of previous 
years. The registration yesterday kept 
In full pace with the record-smashing 
return* of the first two days. Allowing 
^natural Increase of 8 per cent. In the 
population since 1900, the registration 
for the three day* should have been 
565.000 or thereabout*, but the return* 
show that these figures were exceeded, 
673.000 voter* registering.

A MORE CHEERFUL FEELING 

Is Noticed At the War Office In St. 

Petersburg. 

St. Petersburg. o c t. 22 , 11:05 p. m.— 
With the closing of the week the semi¬ 
panic produced by the heavy reverse 
sustained by Gen. Ivuropatkln's army 
last week has in a great measure dis¬ 
appeared. and there Is a much more 
cheerful feeling pervading the War Of¬ 
fice. The general disaster which threat¬ 
ened to engulf the Manchurian army 
has been averted by the results of the 
ten days of almost continuous fight¬ 
ing which to-night Is a draw. 

Gen. Kuropatkln has again displayed 
consummate skill in preventing Field 
Marshal Oyama from reaping the fruits 
of victory. By withdrawing his shat¬ 
tered left wing under shelter of the 
right center, he succeeded In the gi¬ 
gantic task of taking 30,000 wounded 
off the field of battle, and. more than 
this, according to all Indications, he re¬ 
organized and reformed his broken le¬ 
gions and again confronts the Japanese 
across the Shakhe river.

RUSSIAN CASUALTIES. 

The Estimates Vary All the Way 
From 45,000 To 80,COO. 

Mukden. Oct. 22—A rough estimate 
of the Russian losses during the recent 
battle places them at 45,000. of which 
10.000 were killed. 


St. Petersburg. Oct. 22. — The 
War Office is not In a position 
as yet to give figures of the casualties 
In the long battle below Mukden, but 
everything Indicates that the Russian 
losses reached 40,000. the figure given 
by the Associated Press correspondent 
at Mukden. Another correspondent 
places the l« sses of both sides at 80,000. 
The War Office is convinced the Japan¬ 
ese losses, while below thoee of the 
Russians, were almost as heavy. 


Washington. Oct. 22.—The Japanese 
legation to-day received the following 
cablegram from Toklo: 

Marshal Oyama reports that the In¬ 
vestigation completed after October 22 
regard,ng the Russian losses at the bat¬ 
tle of Shakhe shows that there were 
about 500 prisoners and 10,550 d. k ad 
bodies. The trophies of the battle are 
thirty-five guns. 6.920 shellp. 5.574 rifles, 
78.000 rounds of ammunition, etc. The 
Russian total casualties are estimated 
at 60,000. Further investigation Is pro¬ 
ceeding.

FACING EACH OTHER. 

But Neither of the Hostile Armies 
Has Assumed the Offensive. 

Tokio, Oct. 22, 9 a. m.—The armies of 
Oyama and Kuropatkln continue to 
confront each -other, but neither has 
again assumed the aggressive. 

According to a report from the Jap¬ 
anese Manchurian headquarters, tele¬ 
graphed yesterday, it is reported that 
the Russians are massing a heavy 
force against the right army, but the 
purpose of thls-force Is not Indicated. 
The report says: 

"In the direction of our right Army 
200 of the enemy’s cavalry crossed the 
Taltse river. They seem to have ad¬ 
vanced to the westward.

and It is reported that 20.009 Russians 
are assembling In the viclhlty of Kaotat 
Pass.

St. Petersburg. Oct. 22 —Gen. Kur*>- 
patkln in a dispatch to Emperor Nich¬ 
olas. under date of October 21. says: 

"The Japanese retired from the vil¬ 
lage of Shakhe at nightfall October 20. 
Thursday ntght passed quietly along :he 
entire front." 

Lieut. Gen. Sakharoff in a dispatch to 
the general staff says: 

"The retreat of the enemy from 
Shakhe was precipitated. We found in 
the village arms, munitions and pio* 
visions which had been abandoned by 
the Japanese, who also left behind on 
our old artillery position one cannon, 
four limbers und a wagon full of in¬ 
struments they had previously captured 
from us. Since the buttle of October 16, 
w*e have captured altogether fourteen 
Japanese guns, including nine field 
pieces and five mountain guns, and 
have retaken one of our own lost guns. 

"There was no fighting October 21 on 
the front of the Manchurian army." 

Oen. Sakharuff telegraphs that the 
night of October 21-22 passed quietly. 

Annuls Prize Court Judgment. 

St. Petersburg. Oct. 22.—The Admir¬ 
alty Council, sitting as a Supreme Prize 
Court, to-day annulled the judgment of 
the Vladivostok Prize Court In the case 
of the British steamer AUanton (seized 
June 16 by the Vladivostok squadron) 
and her cargo. She will he released 
forthwith. The council, however, held 
that the suspicions entertained Justified 
the steamer's arrest.

THREE PROBLEMS FOR TAFT. 


Washington, Oct. 22.—Modification of 
the Hay-Bunau-Varllla canal treaty In 
several Important respects and the ne¬ 
gotiation between the Washington and 
Pananmian Governments of a supple¬ 
mentary commercial tnentv granting to 
Panama important concessions is what 
the Panamedans hope to obtain as a re¬ 
sult of Secretary Taft's mission to the 
Isthmus, according to a statement mode 
to the Associated Press to~ru!ght by 
Senor Obaldi. a VanteLimlAn Minister at 
Washington. 

"Widespread en.tihusiasni has been 
aroused on the iwthimw." said the Min- 
ijTter, "by the publication of President 
Roosevelt’s letter to Secretary Taft. 
President Amador has cabled me that 
he has proclaimed this letter through¬ 
out the Isthmus and that the tide of 
grateful feeling has already turned in 
favor of the United States. Prepara¬ 
tions have been begun for a grand re¬ 
ception to the T\aft mission. The palace 
occupied by the president of the former 
canal company will be placed at the 
dlspOMl of Secretary Taft and his suite 
.Should this palace not be adequate the 
Immense building know’n ns the "Canal 
House" and comprising some few hun¬ 
dred rooms also will be available for 
the entertainment of the mission. Din¬ 
ners, b.vlla and reception* will follow 
one another In quick succession in hon¬ 
or of the mission. 

"In tlie action of tile President in ac¬ 
crediting to the FatutimUan Govern¬ 
ment such a distinguished envoy as 
Secretary Tnft, whom the isthmians re¬ 
gal'd os eminently fair, the Panamal«n 
Government bock hope of righting a 
number of wrongs under which it is 
now suffering.

Boston, Oct. 22 .—At the close of the 
fifteenth day of the Episcopal general 
convention the house of bishops and 
house of deputies were stilt at rarl- j 
ance on the question of marriage and ! 
divorce. The issue will be takm before ' 
the deputies next week for the third 
time during the convention, the bishops 
having declined to accept without 
amendment the compromise measure 
adopted by the deputies on Thursday. 

The amendment to the divorce canon 
originally agreed on by the bishops 
forbade the remarriage of any dlvorrcl 
person, the deputies declining to alter 
the old canon which permitted the re¬ 
marriage of the innocent person In a 
divorce for Infidelity at any time. 

As a compromise the deputies 1 later 
by an almost unanimous vote amended 
the original canon so that ( the innocent 
person could not be remarried In the 
church within one year after the di¬ 
vorce. the court records and other sat¬ 
isfactory evidence to ty» laid before the 
bishops to rhow that the applicant was 
really Innocent. The amendment also 
exonerated clergymen from nil censure 
should they decline to perform the cere¬ 
mony.

"Popular as is the American Minister 
to Panama and the Governor of the car¬ 
nal zone, there are a number of que*- 
vlons of vital importance to the isthmus* 
whlch have not yet been bottled to the 
satisfaction of the Panama,inn Govern¬ 
ment. In t'ho forefront of those are 
three problems which Secret*-ry Taft 
will bo asked to solve—the postal regu¬ 
lations. the question af custom duties 
and the far-reaching question of Juris¬ 
diction In the terminal cities of Panama 
and Colon. The Panama Urn Govern* 
meht declines to accept th * interpre* \- 
tton placed Upon the treaty by Mr 
Buneu-Varllla. which takes aw *y all 
the land in those clues not now actually 
covered by resldenccR. Panama and 
Colon will prosper rapidly after tihe est¬ 
ival work has started; they will need 
considerable territory over which » to 
expand. We are confident that Secre¬ 
tary Tj.ft will be quick to see the Jus¬ 
tice of our contentions. 

"A* for the postal question, a post¬ 
age stamp In Panama costs five cent*, t 
When Governor General Davis nol i 
stamps at two cent* each It Is not sur¬ 
prising that the peo-pD bought stamps 
of him rather than of the Parianmlftri 
authorities. 

"Then there is the troublesome ques¬ 
tion of customs regulations between 
the Government of Panama and the 
canal zone. We ; re confident that we 
shall arrange th ultles with Sec¬ 

retary Taft with satisfaction to our¬ 
selves and to tlie United States. It is 
possible that this could be done In the 
form of an agreement, but I am of the 
opinion that a new commercial treaty 
will lie the mo* satisfactory solution.

The house of bishops to-day. by a 
vote of 80 to 28. amended the comprom¬ 
ise so that the bishop of a diocese will 
not be required to issue a license for 
the remarriage of the innocent person 
even should the court evidence be sat¬ 
isfactory, but will be merely called on 
to declare in writing that in his judg¬ 
ment the case of the applicant con¬ 
forms to the requirements of the canon. 

The bishops also amended the clause 
referring to the administration* of sac¬ 
raments so that If any priest Is In 
ubt as to the regularity the mar- 
*age of any person he shall refer the 
cane to the bishop. The compromise 
canon of the deputies obliged clergymen 
to administer the sacraments to the 
"lnnooent person" if satisfied that he 
or she were really Innocent. 

The house of bishops to-day concur¬ 
red with the deputies in the adoption 
of an amendment introduced by Rev. 
W. R. Huntington, of New York, by 
which special form# of worship for 
foreign congregations affiliated with the 
church are permitted. 

A new canon seeking to improve the 
missionary regulations of th^ church 
reported by Committee on Canons was 
adopted by the deputies. A clause com- 
peels all churches to make a contribu¬ 
tion at least once a year to the mission 
board. It appears that- 1,500 parishes 
failed to don tribute to missions last 
year. 

The house of deputies doncurred with 
the bishops in appointing a committee 
to extend work among sailors. Bishop 
Henry C. rotter, of New York, heads 
the committee. 

Among the large number of revised 
iranons adopted was one enjoining th** 
IPbaervajice of Sunday.

WashSngton, Oct. 22.—[Special]—As , 
Senator Morgan Intimate* In his Inter- 
view printed tihis morning. there wlU 
be no trouble in Panama before the 
election If there Is any possible way for 
the Administration to prevent tt. The 
mushroom republic could get anything 
It asked for Just at present, or rather 
any demands made by It would receive 
every consideration for tihe next three 
weeks. Afber the election the "big 
stick" Is going to fall so hard that there 
will be no necessity for a representative 
of the republic of Panama to appear In 
Washington In a diplomatic capacity. 
There may be a delegate from there in 
the House of Representatives. 

Senor Domingo Obuldln, the present 
Panama representative here, says with 
reference to Senator Morgan's Inter¬ 
view: 

"The people of Panama have a high 
regard for the United State* and are 
desirous of remaining on the most cor¬ 
dial terms. But they do want their 
rights recognized, and in all matters 
where a question arises they desire, if 
1 may use an American expression, a 
'fair deal* " 

Minister Obnidla readily admitted the 
truth of Seirtttor Morgan’s statement 
that Panama was not bound forever to 
the United States as an ally and might 
conclude a treaty with any of the for¬ 
eign Powers, such as France and Great 
Britain, to moke them her ally. Panama 
had a light to do this, he said, through | 
an express provision of the second par- ' 
u graph in Article 14 of the Hay-Bunau- 
Yarllkt treaty.

CHARACTER OF MINISTERS 
PASSED AT CONFERENCE. 


Young Men To Be Ordained To-day 
By the Methodist Bishops 
At Gallatin. Tenn. 


Deputy Coroner Fro man M. Coots, of 
Clark county, Indiana, was summoned 
from Jeffersonville last evening to go 
to Nabb, a small town twenty-five 
miles east on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern railroad, to hold an In¬ 
quest on Dr. Jesse B. Blocher, who was 
Coroner of Scott county and was found 
dead on a highway yesterday afternoon. 
Nabb is partly In Clark county and 
partly in Scott, the home of Dr. Blocher 
being In the latter. Yesterday he was 
called to the home of Frank Boyd, who 
lives between Nabb and New Washing¬ 
ton, to attend Mrs. Boyd. He had made 
the call and some hours later Boyd and 
Dorsey Ware noticed Dr. Blocher’s 
buggy standing In Fourteen Mile creek, 
now almost dry. 

Going nearer they found the lifeless 
body of the doctor lying at the edge 
of the creek, his head being within a 
few inches of a small pool of water. 

The corpse w'os In Clark county, and 
Deputy Coroner Coots was summoned, 
but before he left last evening a mes¬ 
sage came that It was almost certain 
*$ oe pthat Dr. Blocher was attacked with 
heart disease and fell out of the buggy, 
the* horse wandering on a( few feet 
farther. 

There is also another theory that Dr. 
Blocher died before he reached the 
creek and the unguided horse In pull¬ 
ing the buggy over the rocks had 
caused the corpse to fall out of the 
vehicle. Dr. Blocher was twenty-four 
years old and his father Is a well- 
known phylsician at Blocher. He was 
also a cousin of William Blocher, a 
Louisville telegraph operator. A num¬ 
ber of relatives live in Jeffersonville. 
Following the footsteps of his grand¬ 
father. Daniel Blocher. w’ho held every 
office In the gift of the people of Scott 
county, he was an ardent Democrat and 
was elected Coroner two years ago, but 
w'as defeated for renomlnatlon by A. 
L. Blackall. of Scottsburg, recently. A 
year ago Dr. Blocher was married to 
Miss Hettie Jones, daughter of Chester 
Jones, of Nabb, and she survives him,

married another woman and was evad¬ 
ing her.

He said Barthel hod been working for 
a farmer and -with another hand had 
been sent to town with two wagon 
loads of wheat. They had a good time 
while In Sprague, and on starting back 
Bart!hel*8 team ran a way and he was 
thrown out. suffering a fracture to 
each leg, which led to a decision to am¬ 
putate both limbs. The patient died 
und%r the knife. There were no funds 
to bury him amd the body w*as interred 
at Sprague.

LITTLE HOPE OF RECOVERY. 


Jesse Hanger, forty-elx years old and 
a foreman at the mills of the Louisville 
| Cement Company, at Speeds, Ind.. ten 
1 miles north of Jefferaonville, wa* In- 
j stantly killed yesterday afternoon, and 
John Bucheit, twenty-four years old, an 
employe of the company, w’as so badly 
hurt that little hopes are entertained 
for his recovery. Hanger and Bucheit. 
with a number of others, w*ere working 
In the quarry at the time of the acci¬ 
dent. and were struck by a falling rock 
that weighed 500 pound*. 

A year or »o ago George Strubbe was 
killed In the quarry by a rock striking 
him during a blast, and the company 
became cautious In protecting the men. 
It having cost $400 to oettle a damage 
suit brought by Mrs. Strubbe. To that 
end what te called a dog house was 
built for the men to run under w*hen a 
blast was touched off. Yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon a large charge of dynamite was 
prepared for explosion and the % men 
hurried td the little cabin. 

They had hardly crouded into the 
apartment until there was a rumble 
and an explosion that shook the sur¬ 
round Ing country and the rocks could 
be heard falling In showers.

FIGHT ABOUT INJUNCTION. 


INSURANCE COMPANY'S PLEA 
OF NO SERVICE DENIED. . 


HUSBANDPLEADS MARTYRDOM 


A oas"* which 1» ntmther com¬ 
mentary upon the need for in¬ 
creased sewerage in Louisville was 
passed upon by Judge Kirby yesterday 
at joint session. The Central Stock 
Yards Com puny some time ago sued 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company to compel the defendant to 
remove obstructions from certain sewer 
pipes laid from the plaintiff’s establish¬ 
ment in South Louisville to Dry Run. 
a tributary of Beargrass cre*k. Dry 
Run flows through the Louisville and 
Nashville’s pro*perty and upon the claim 
that the refuse from the stockyards 
was polluting the atmosphere of the 
neigh 4>orhood certain employes stop¬ 
ped the drain pipes. The stockyards 
then applied for an injunction repre¬ 
senting that its injury would be great 
in the event of a big rain. Judge Kirby 
granted the injunction, though made 
the Stock Yards limit the amount of re¬ 
fuse which went through its pipes. The 
rajlroad in the meantime applied In 
a counterclaim for an injunction to 
make the stockyards remove its pipes 
altogether, claiming that the bed of 
Dry Run was no place for sewerage. 
On account of the fact that the Central 
Stock Yards can get no sewer connec¬ 
tion with *he city and would be abso¬ 
lutely without drainage in the event 
the railroad's prayer was granted Judge 
Kirby overruled the motion for a tem¬ 
porary order. The question will be tried 
out on Its merits before any decision 
is given 


Summons Held Sufficient. 

Judge Field held yesterday that the 
North American Insurance Company 
was doing business In this State In spite 
of its protestations to the contrary. 
The question came up on the suit of 
John M. Parker, administrator of W 
H. Shanks, against the insurance com¬ 
pany. Shanks, who was killed by a 
train in Crescent Hill, held at the time 
a $2,000 accident policy in the North 
American Accident Insurance Company 
which shortly before he met his death 
he had purchased from the Fraternal 
Indemnification Company. The latter 
concern had bought from th** North 
American Accident Insurance Company 
a block of 1.000 policies nnd was retail¬ 
ing them. The North American Acci¬ 
dent Insurance Company refused to pay 
Shanks’ policy on the claim that he 
had been insured in Kentucky and that 
it was not qualified by license to do 
business in this State. When suit was 
brought the plaintiff served notice on 
T. Grant Slaughter, agent for the Fra¬ 
ternal Indemnification Company, that 
had sold Shanks the policy. The de¬ 
fendant insurance company claimed 
that being a foreign corporation the 
notice to Slaughter constituted no ser¬ 
vice and moved to quash return upon 
the summons. The defense claimed that 
It had given instructions to the Frater¬ 
nal Indemnification Company not to In¬ 
sure persons in Kentucky because no 
license was held In this State. It was 
shown in evidence, however, that'- the 
defendant since the suit was brought 
has sold through the Fraternal Indem¬ 
nification Company policies to persons 
!n the State. Judge Field therefore 
overruled the defendant's motion. 

Clerk's Suit For Salary. 

Another step was taken yesterday in 
the suit brought by Louis Rosen field 
against the town of Oakdale, and the 
trustees of the town indlyUually when 
Judge Field overruled a demurrer when 
the petition as to the first defendant 
and sustained It as to the second. Ros- 
enfleld on January 12. 1004, soon after 
Oakdale became a corporation, was 
elected town clerk, but no salary was 
fixed for the position. In his petition 
he claimed $350 back salary of $50 a 
month, which he F<ald was a Just com¬ 
pensation. Judge Field held that the 
trustees were not liable individually, 
but that Oakdale would be required to 
make answer. Ro.^enfield w»s diemL-'ed 
as clerk, though he attempted to pre¬ 
vent this by an application for injunc¬ 
tion, claiming that, he could not be 
discharged until the end of his term of 
office. Judge Gordon refused to grant 
the injunction.

The great home mission event of the 
year will be the celebration of the 
Louisiana purchase by the home mls- 
sion boards of all the evangelical de¬ 
nominations, to be held at Festival Hall 
at the St. Louis exposition on the 3th 
and 31 et nf the present month. This in¬ 
terdenominational celebration will real¬ 
ly be a thre days’ alTalr, for on the 
30th, which Is Sunday, In the churches, 
not only of St. Louis, but of practically 
all cities and towns of the United 
States, the services will have a home 
mltwlon character, and In hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of pulpits the story 
of home mission effort In the territory 
covered by the Louisiana purchase will 
be told The formal celebration at St.

The decision of Episcopalians to send 
& missionary Bishop to Mexico ends 
one of the worst muddles that any 
American religious body ever got imo 
that did not assume the proportions 
of an actual scandal. The Mexican 
work of the Episcopal church whs 
started years ago by the American 
Church Missionary Society, which 
turned It over to the official Board 
of Missions In good shape. For a time 
the work flourished, so far as to secure 
control of a Roman Catholic church 
that became, for the moment, a center 
of fashion and Influence.

Although it Is too early to quote fig¬ 
ures, the Indications from all over the 
country and from nil religious bc*Uvs 
are that entering classes In theological 
penrlnarifs are this fall larger than fo<r 
several years past.

1900. 8,009. It wit! be n/>ted that the 
second period of ten years show* much 
smaller gain In numbers than the firs:. 
This is attributed by some to the busi¬ 
ness depression beginning iri 1893. which 
led many to abandon a collegiate equ¬ 
ation, a falling off felt some years 
later by the seminaries.

Nonigndtable Flannslette. 

Flannelette Is used very much on ac¬ 
count of its softness and warmth for 
children’s garments and for night¬ 
gowns. Supposed fire-resisting ingredi¬ 
ents are 'generally used In the manu¬ 
facture of flannelette, but washing de¬ 
stroys their fire-resist nig properties, 
and the fabric then becomes so highly 
Inflammable that shocking accidents, 
some fatal. Are of frequent occurrence. 
Dr. W. H. Perkin, of Owens College, 
Manchester, has Invented a treatment 
for flannelette which allows It to be 
washed again and again, till thread¬ 
bare, without becoming readily Inflam¬ 
mable. Not only thl*. but the sub¬ 
stance Is said tu have an antiseptic 
value—a most Important property, sinbe 
flannelette Is universally worn next the 
skin. Details of the invention are not 
yet made public. 

Tar As a Road Preservative. 

Hot pitch Is being used quite exten¬ 
sively In France at present for the 
preservation of roads and for prevent¬ 
ing the formation of dust. Dust arises 
from the disintegration of the road; 
therefore a road without dust Is one 
that does not wear out, or. at least, 
does so imperceptibly. In tarring the 
roads undlstllled pitch is used, boiling 
at about 80 degrees C. No work is done 
In damp or cold weather, and all dust 
is thoroughly removed. The pitch Is 
poured out In small quantities and Im¬ 
mediately spreads over the surface, pen¬ 
etrating well into the joints. A very 
little sand Is thrown on the surface 
four hours after the pitch is laid. 

Taxoxneter On Parisian Cabs. 

The taxometer. a new instrument re¬ 
sembling a big alarm clock, was re¬ 
cently affixed to Parisian cabs to deter¬ 
mine the distance and the amount of 
fare. The instrument Is surmounted by 
a small metallic Mag carrying the word 
“free.” which U horizontal w vertical, 
according as the cab is occupied or un¬ 
occupied. When ope gets into a cab 
the driver. Immediately lowers the flag 
to a horizontal position and the taxo- 
meter begins to work. At the beginning 
It Is set at fourteen cents, which re¬ 
mains unchanged for 1,300 yards, after 
which two cents are added every 430 
yards. Below' the large dial Is ft sup¬ 
plementary dial marking five cents for 
packages. After the passenger pays 
the driver raises his flag, which effaces 
all the figures. Should the passenger 
desire to stop, the charge is by time 
and distance. As soon it.» the cab stoj 
the coachman turns a hand, which sets 
ln motion the mechanism which marks 
by time two cent* for three minutes. 

Homer Sheeks Won His Bet. 

Oct. 22.—[SpeclaKJ—On 
a bet of $20 that he could not walk to 
Orleans nnd return from 6 o’clock this 
morning by 6 o'clock this evening Ho¬ 
mer Sheeks made the trip, arriving here 
by witnesses who accompanied him one 
hour and thirty minutes ahead of time.

Combination Snow Shovel and Melter. 

The cool autumn days remind us that 
winter, with all its attendant discom¬ 
forts and pleasures, Is not far off and 
that It will r.ot be many days before 
snow Is with us again. Tha*t means 
coasting for the youngsters and slelgh- 
rlding for the older fplks—and it also 
means the cleaning of snow off the pnve-

inent by the older folks. This is one 
of the objections of snow, but to make 
the task as light as possible n Phila¬ 
delphian has Invented the novel com¬ 
bination snow' shovel and melter shown 
here. If the device will do the work 
for which It Is designed, it will make 
the clearing away of the snow a very 
simple matter. It is made with a slop¬ 
ing top and double waits, so that the 
interior is hollow, divided up Into sever¬ 
al ohdunbers. In combination with each 
other. In operation these chambers are 
supplied with hot water. Introduced at 
an outlet in the top. A lighted lamp 
is placed inside the shovel below' the 
sloping top, malntaing the temperature 
of the ho» w'ater originally employed, 
the water circulating through the va¬ 
rious chambers and keeping the walls 
hot. Rollers are mounted on the rear 
portion ot the shovel, so that It m«y 
be propelled easily, a handle being at¬ 
tached for this purpose. In use the 
shovel is advanced against the snow', 
and the latter is pushed up on the top, 
whereby It Is melted, the w'ater re¬ 
turning to the pavement. Any snow 
sticking to the aides is also melted, 
while the bottom, which Is also heated, 
roeits any snow or ice on the pave¬ 
ment.

Attachment For Shoes To Prevent 
Slipping. 

Another device used for winter weath¬ 
er Is the attachment for shoes, to pre¬ 
vent the wearer from slipping on Ice 
or snow, show'n in the illustration. Ev¬ 
erybody has had more or less trouble 
walking during stormy weather In the 
winter months, w'hen pavement* and 
streets are covered with half melted 
snow, and many accidents, consisting 
of broken or sprained arms or legs, 
recorded, not give any Idea of the 
number of persons who fall but who 
receive no more serious Injury than 
a severe Jar. Especially milkmen, post¬ 
men. collectors, etc., who are compelled 


ed into this holder, on the under side 
of w hich are a number of small spurs, 
attached In any suitable manner* On 
one end of the slide is a dow'nturned 
lip, so that w'hen the slide is in posi¬ 
tion the lip will rest agadnst the heel 
of the shoe. A hook, in the form of 
a turn-butiton. Is inserted In the heel, 
and this serves to hold the slide in 
place. Ry this means the slide can 
be readily detached w hen lta use is, 
not necessary and readjusted whenever 
desired. This device could not only be 
attached to the hee ls of shoes, biU to 
the sole* also.

To hold the curling iron in the gas 
flame Is tedious and requires consider¬ 
able patience, as the operator has to be 
careful that F-he does not let the Iron 
g**t too hat, for, if she does, soot will 
collect, which w'lll be transmitted to 
the halT. and the hatr will also be 
ringed, ln the Illustration wdll be found 
an exceedingly simple heater for curl¬ 
ing irons, one which will overcome these 
disadvantages. The lower pert Is made 
Into a small tube, which fits over an 
ordinary gas burner. Projecting up¬ 
ward from the lower end of the tube 
are wire arms, one on each side, which 
are made sufficient resilient to be bent 
together, the tube and arms being made 
in one piece. On the end of each arm 
are claws, which hold another ‘tube. Into 
which the curling iron Is Inserted 
when the device la in position over the 
gas flame, the resiliency of the arm* 
holding the tube firmly agalrvst the 
daws. When not In u*e the two arms 
are brought close together and are 
passed into the tube, so that the w hole 
device Is very compact in form and can 
be carried In a narrow' box, occupying 
little room.

A New Clothes Wringer. 

Same new device to lighten house¬ 
hold duties Is patented every day, And 
the majority are small, simple contriv¬ 
ances which can be used by anybody. 
A new clothes wringer, the invention 
of a German, resident In Berlin, it 
show n here. Several kind* of Gothes 
wringers are well know'n. In one kind 
the clothes are passed between elastic 
rubber rollers and the water squeezed 
out in this manner. In another the 
clothe* are placed ln a netw ork taper¬ 
ing down at both ends, one end being 
revolved by means of a shaft, w'hlle the 
other is hekl stationary. During this 
operation the clothes are pressed from 
the ends forward the middle, and it 
take* considerable force In order to re¬ 
move the water from the dothes In the 
middle, the network being w'orn by the 
very great Mraki at the ends. In the 
clothes wringer showrn in the Illustra¬ 
tion the water Is squeezed out very 
much as by hand, the w'ater being re¬ 
moved progressively by squeezing and 
twisting from the middle toward both 
ends. This apparatus Is provided w'ith 
a base-plate, which Is attached to an 
ordinary waahtub by a clamping screw. 
A bag 19 supported on uprights attached 
to the end* of the bast-plate, one of 
the upright* being rotated by means 
of a crank. The clothes are convenient¬ 
ly distributed In the bag, the turning of 
the crank twisting the bag and squeez¬ 
ing the w*ater out between the rneshes 
of the fabric, the water dripping Into

It will take the place of the asbestos or 
flre-ci&y ball*, and will. It Is said, give 
out an intense heat. It Is made from 
materials that are now' waste product* 
of chemical work*. The new* fuel cap¬ 
tures the bflie flame, which at present 
lost, and converts it Into intense 
heat.

The present campaign is peculiar In 
the number of Democratic business men 
who are taking a personal interest in 
the election of Judge Parker and the 
Democratic State ticket, and in this re- 
sjiect conditions are exactly the reverse 
of what they were four and eight years 
ago. Many of the leading business 
men of the municipalities of the State 
have voluntarily offered their services 
to State Chairman O’Brien and have 
been out among their friends doing 
“missionary" work for the party, and 
their reports regarding the sentiment 
which they have discovered form one 
of the most encouraging aspects of the 
campaign. On the other hand, there is

During child¬ 
ish days he is healthfully busy, be¬ 
tween work and ptey, so that If a boy is 
morbid or given to premature fancies^ 
of any sort, it is a sign that something 
Is amiss with his health. 

Yet I often think: that boys require 
as much oversight and as much wise 
guardianship as girls possibly can w hen 
they arrive at adolescence. 

A boy is the better for growing up 
with sisters and for having familiar 
acquaintance with their girl friends. 
All along his youthful years from seven 
to fourteen It does not hurt him to fetch 
and carry for them, to combine with 
them In th* sports they can share and 
to become habituated to feminine soci¬ 
ety. 

I like to a boy gaillant to girl¬ 
hood. For every reason the earlier prep¬ 
aratory schools should be attended by 
the sexes In common, whatever may 
be thought wise when the final school¬ 
days come. 

A boy’s Ideal should be high. He 
forms his Ideal in his home, and his 
mother often unconsciously so shows 
him the sweetness and beauty of wom- 


anhood that he cannot lose his heart 
to any one unworthy. 

A day dawns when the boy, hitherto 
Indifferent to the attractions of girls, 
awakens to a knowledge of their 
charm. Some pink and white pretti¬ 
ness. apple-bloom cheek, fluff of golden 
hair, hide-and-seek of dimple, ripple of 
merry laughter, stirs in him a response. 
He would rather walk with a girl, play 
tennis with her. roW with her on the 
lake, drive with her over the hills, than 
spend time ns hitherto with boys of his 
own age. 

This is not love. There is not the 
faintest sentiment about it. and yet it 
is love's vestibule. From finding It 
pleasant to be with girls, a boy drifts 
into interest in a particular girl.

Sometimes a boy falls deeply in love 
with a young woman some years his 
senior. She may do him no end of good 
if she be a pure-hearted woman, above 
coquetry, and willing to let herself be 
served for awhile by an admirer whose 
homage is proudly laid at her feet. One 
of these days, as she know’s, and he 
does not. he wilj find out, by some 
magic process that evades definition, 
that she is his friend still, but that he 
no longer loves her. An evil-minded 
and designing woman, a woman of the 
baser sort, may ruin a boy at this pe¬ 
riod. may inflict on his virtue and his 
honor a wound thr»t will never heal, 
may, In short, do him an Irreparable 
Injury. 

Here comes in the duty of mothers 
and fathers, to be vigilant when their 
sons are at this print. More than once 
or twice, most of us have known an 
instance, when a youth, finely equipped 
for manhood, has suffered great harm 
morally and mentally througn the In¬ 
fluence of a woman, older than he. and 
sordid or unscrupulous. 

Many a lad, like Arthur Pendennls, 
finds his first love embodied In some 
captivating actress, whose stage 
* toilettes and winning roles fill his soul 
(with ardor. Every lad has not a MaJ. 
Pendennis to rescue him with worldly 


wisdom and prompt measures. But, 
to do the stage people Justice, most of 
the hard-worked and weary women 
whose Jive3 are spent in amusing the 
public are far from trying to weave 
spells around sentimental boys. 

The peril is greatest in those eases 
where boy3 are provided with too large 
an amount of money while they are 
stiM in the immaturity of early youth. 
A rich man’s eon eksily becomes the 
prey of an adventurers. mistaking, as 
1 he dotf. spurious for true love, and 
finding out the counterfeit too late.

J temperaments, however, they are evi¬ 
dence of a fatal fickleness, as, for In¬ 
stance. when a boy has the disposition 
of a Jocelyn Pearson in ’’The Pursuit 
of the Well-Beloved.” This*young fel¬ 
low, an artiet and a dreamer, had the 
singular misfortune^ t£> find his ideal 
nomadic, flitting from shape to shape, 
now resident in one girl, now in an¬ 
other, so that all his life was at last 
laid wasto. and became arid a? the des¬ 
ert. To guard against the weak points 
In temperament is a thing imperative, 
when a lad steps out Into the arena of 
( manhood. 

The first love affair of a fine, manly 
i lad will seem fo him a sacred thing, not 
a subject for laughter or discussion 
among his friends. A chivalrous boy 
will not talk about hla girl friends 
among men, nor mention their name? In 
public, and least of all will he exploit 
his success In winning the maiden he 
most desires. But if he Is on terms of 
. confidence with hi® mother, he will tell 
I her his hopes and w ishes, and she will 
j know pretty well all that i* going on. 
A mother who can rise above the Jeal¬

fanning an unwelcome flame by crass

Lafcadio Hearn’s Last Work. 

Lafcadio Hearn Is the spell-binder of 
latter-day literature,\ami in hi* latest 
and—alas’ not only the latest, but the 
last book that can come from his pen, 
now forever dropped—in h s latest book 
"Japan; An Interpretation.” he has pro¬ 
duced the most fascinating, magical 
and spell-binding of all his works. Mr. 
VHearn revised the las: proofs of his 
1 “Japan" only the day before death 
closed his unique and picturesque ca- 
, reer. He was a curious result of mixed 
heredity and contrasting environments. 

1 The son of an Irish father ar.d a Gre^k 
mother; a some time citizen of the 
1 I’nited States; a devout Roman Cath- 
| olio, who became an equally devout 
Buddhist; and who became a citizen of 
Japan so marvelously Japanese In so¬ 
cial assimilation. In religion, and In 
marrying a Japanese woman that he 
might well have been bom there wlCh 
generations of Japanese ancestors— 

• such a career ns it unfolds before the 
vision is one so mysterious aa only to 

, be explicable by svme untraced law of 
its own. A visitant from another planet 
1 could hardly be more problematic to 
1 the average mind than is Mr. Hearn. 

In his “Japan” the fundamental Idea 
is that all Japanese life—industrial, 
artistic. Intellectual, political, ethical— 
is based on their religion; that the Jap¬ 
anese. as a nation, can be understood 
or explained on no other basis. Their 
religion Is first, last and always, and 
out of this and dominated by it grow 
the other traits, pursuits, purposes and 
achievements of the Japanese For 

fourteen years Mr. Hearn naa b^en a 
resident of Japan. From 1M*C to 1903 he 
held a chair in the Imperial University 
of Tokio. When he became a Buddh.st 
and. to all intents and purposes, a Jap¬ 
anese, his salary was reduced from the 
1 $1,500 paid to h foreign professor to the 
SflOO paid the native professors. But 

more than the naturalization of inten¬ 
tion, the naturalization of political, so¬ 
cial, economic and religious faith and 
of marriage, w'as the naturalization of 
temperament to Mr. Hearn. He took 
on his Japanese incarnation as fairly 
a birthright. He assimilated nil the ra¬ 
cial characteristics of the Japanese. 

In his preface Mr. Hearn notes that 
no real knowledge of Japan is possible 
except frOm the basis of Japanese re¬ 
ligion. "Any true comprehension of so¬ 
cial conditions requires more than a su¬ 
perficial acquaintance with religious 
conditions,” he says, ami adds: "Even 
the Industrial history of a people can¬ 
not be understood without some knowl¬ 
edge of their religious traditions and 
customs which regulate industrial Ilf*» 
during the earlier stages of its develop¬ 
ment. Or. take the subject of art in 
Japan which is so Intimately as¬ 
sociated with religion that any 
attempt to study it without ex¬ 
tensive knowledge of the beliefs 
which It reflects were mete waste 
of time. By art I do not mean only 
painting and sculpture, but every kind 
of decoration and most kinds of picio- 
! rial representation—the Image of a 

♦ boy’s kite or a girl’s battledore not less 
Ithan the design upon a lacquered casket 

or enameled vase. • • • And surely 
there can never be any just estimate 
I made of Japanese literature until a 
I study of that literature shall have been 
I made by some scholar, not only able to 
j understand Japanese beliefs, but able 
also to sympathize with them to at 
least the same extent that all great 
humanists Can sympathize with the re¬ 
ligion of Euripides, of Pindar, and of 
Theocritus. Let us ask ourselves how 
much of English, or French, or German, 
or Italian literature could be fully un¬ 
derstood without the slightest knowl¬ 
edge of th£ ancient and modern lan¬ 
guages of the Occident. I do not refer 
to distinctly religious creators—to poets 
like Milton or Dante—but only to |the 
fact that every one of Shakespeare's 
play9 fhust remain incomprehensible to 
a person knowing nothing either of 
Christian beliefs and the beliefs which 
preceded them. The real mastery of any 
European tqngue is impossible without 
n knowledge of European religion.” 

Temperamentally, Mr. Hearn entered 
into the singular and all persuasive 
charms of Japan, w hich, ns he says. "Is 
in th* nature of 11 n emotional appeal.” 
Japan, "as seen in the white sunshine 
of a perfect spring day.” The psycho¬ 
logy cal strangeness of Japan appealed 
peculiarly to Mr. Hearn, and the uni¬ 
versal kindliness and joyousness of the 
people. ”In all their relations to the 
vlsltojr. as well as to each other, there 
la a constant amenity, a tact, a good 
nature such as he will elsewhere have 
met with only In the friendship of ex¬ 
clusive circles. Everybody greets every¬ 
body with pleasant wrnrds; fares are 
always smiling: the commonest inci¬ 
dents of every-dny life are transfigure! 
by a courtesy at once so artless and 
so faultless that it appears to spring 
directly from the heart, without any 
teaching. Under all circumstances a 
certain outward cheerfulness never 
fails; no matter what troubles may 
come—storm or fire, flood or earth¬ 
quake—the laughter of greeting voices, 
the bright smile and graceful bow. the 
kindly inquiry And the wish to please 
continue to make existence beautiful 
Religion brings no gloom into this sun¬ 
shine; before the Buddhas and the go Is 
folk smile as they pray. • • •”

“Wholeness of Character.” 

George Eliot somewhere speaks of the 
need we all have ”to be Judged In the 
1 wholeness of our conduct," and In this 
expression is suggested one of the 
great truths—as well a* the great tesla 
—of human life. Character l-j a com¬ 
posite thing, continually changing, al¬ 
ways growing flntr and more exalted, 
or elre deteriorating, but never fixed 
and unalterable. It is. too, inevitably 
dependent on the "multiple personali¬ 
ty,” which, to a greater or lesser de¬ 
gree, dominates every Individual. 
Whether tins “multiple personality’’ i* 
differentiated as to become phenom¬ 
enal—ae In the cases tnat have enlisted 
the close study of i)r. Pierre Janet, the 
great French savant and psychologist, 
or whether Its results only appear as 
occasional Inconsistencies—In one way. 
or another. It makes a factor In life 
with which we muat Inevitably reckon, 
nqd In any true estimation the basis 
must be "the wholeness of character.” 
and not from a mere fragment of It. 
represented by a momentary lapse, an 
exceptional action. If the poet at times 
writes lines that "dying he would wish 
to blot.” so all persona, at times, do. 
or say, the thing they would gladly 
cancel; the word, the assertion that 
does not truly represent their real and 
Abiding thought, or conviction; the act 
that—practically'—misrepresents (rather 
than represents» their real purpose. Out 
of a moment of discordant conditions 
one records some annoyance, or vexa¬ 
tion. that, under different conditions, 
he certainly would not have communi¬ 
cated to any one. So mysteriously are 
soul and body interpenetrated that 
physical ilia as often produce mental 
and even moral defects a* do the men¬ 
tal and moral defect* produce physical 
Ills. Action and reaction, mentally and 
physically, are largely reciprocal until 
one hus learned, through culture of hi« 
spiritual powers, to entirely rule the 
body as the spirit'* instrument This 
Intricate problem of the multiple per¬ 
sonality accounts for n large share of 
the Inconsistencies, the defects, the 
fault®, the serlou*- error® of life. 

Of course, it may easily be asked: 
"What is the true personality—the low¬ 


er or the higher, the cruder or the finer 
manifestation?" But It requires little 
| reflection to decide. The high r and 
■ finer is. of course, the real, be- 
I cause those approecHThe fliore com¬ 
plete stage of evolution. The soul Is 
always on Its progress toward perfec¬ 
tion, and the more nearly It manifests 
the perfection at any moment, the more 
real is that personality. But it is a 
great step toward the truer comprehen¬ 
sion of the problem of life to realize 
that the spiritual man—clothed upon, 
temporarily, with a physical body and 
Inhabiting this physical world—is, in 
himself, far more Ideal In every quality 
than he seems to be. because he does 
not invariably manifest his real self. 
The machine (the body) gets out of 
tune. The spiritual electricity fall* to 
a low current. And one does, or saj’S. 
what he himself feel* to be totally at 
variance with the wholeness of his 
character. One can only be rightly es¬ 
timated by his diviner moment.*, his 
more ideal manifest a lions. "It la the 
highest power of these divine mo¬ 
ments," says Emerson, "that they 
aboltsh our contritions also. I Accuse 
myself of sloth and unprofitableness 
day by day; but when these waves of 
God flow into me, 1 no longer reckon 
lost time. I no longer poorly compute 
my possible achievement by what re¬ 
mains to me of the month or the year; 
for these moment* confer a sort of om¬ 
nipresence and omnipotence which asks 
nothing of duration, but s *es that the 
energy of the mind is commensurate 
with the work to be done, without 
time." 

A clear comprehension, however, of 
this problem of the multiple personality 
will enable every one to Increasingly 
overcome K, toy ellminnting all these 
l#*s* divine moments; by entirely dom¬ 
inating ail less worthy manifestations 
in act. or expression, and bringing them 
Into abpolute subjection to the higher, 
the Ideal self. 

On the "exalted planes" dwell not 
ocly the "transfigured presences." but 
tbe real self, the higher self, of each 
Individual. It Is one's simple duty to 
dwell on thia plane. It la perfectly pos¬ 
sible, nor Is it even difficult, for here 
Is all harmony and beauty and happi¬ 
ness. The difficult thing is to live on 
the lower plane, for there is the soul 
stifled and Imprisoned The spiritual 
faculties can be called upon for the 
guidance and the control of every hour 
of life, and they can be so evolved and 
trained a* to make "the wholeness of 
conduct” perpetually amenable to every 
high and noble ideal; to every exalted 
aspiration and beauty of achievement. 

In the last paragraph of my letter 
about Prof. Flske and his Florentine 
life last week I see that his name suf¬ 
fered a sea change trrto something 
quite new and strange. Of course it 
was Prof. Fiske to whom 1 was re¬ 
ferring and not a Hindoo god—as the 
name appeared to Indicate.

To the Editor of the Rider and Driver: 
May I claim a portjon of your valuable 
space to upon a few Ideas which I saw 
carried out successfully at the recent 
Horse Eliow In Louisville, ami which l 
think might lie of intense Interest to those 
active in horse ahow manag-ment who 
may not have attended the show at any 
time? 

In the first place the ring Itself Is the 
fin*>M I hnye ever reen. It Is very long 
nn«i comparatively narrow glv‘n« a tine 
stretch on each side for <\ bur^-t of speed. 
At the middle of one end Ik a wide exit, 
and In a corner ol the same end the en¬ 
trance. This gives the ribbon winners a 
chance to leave Ine ring In a brilliant and 
safe manor, tvt no way interfering with in¬ 
coming horses. At the opposite end the 
ring in graded on the same principle as 
:t bicycle track. Th'n makes turning th* 
corners at a mn*! pace ♦ as>. and all 
throwing of tanbnrk on the turns is 
avoided by this device. 

Around the graded end. built where th* 
rnh'blrd* ordinarily congregate, ax«' placed 
a few of the many boxes—a dozen 1 
should say—which Is the !deal locat.on for 
enthusiastic exhibitors. The test of the 
space around the ring is left for the use 
of prom^naders and the self-appointed 
judges. Back of these boxes is a continu¬ 
ation of the promenade and beyond that 
a tier of s^ats. Because the r'ng Is gradt^i 
end o>o bco-tuse the tanbnrk is rolled 
c»ch day with a small steam roller. It is 
rarely that a bit of tanbnrk is tossed Into 
the. k e boxes, which would be the ob¬ 
jection of tho*M* who bad never seen them 
built In this location. 

I had no Idea that the dally rolling (not 
rak’ng) ckT the tanbiirk could' be such «:i 
improvement Even heavy coaches xn.ide 
but slight impression on Its surface, and 
the particles »*v?r became unevenly d's- 
tributed to a noticeable degree. 

A compliment Is due the ingenious cloc- 
tr rian who put up an expensive but most 
convenient arrangenv nt, Dark metal, 
fashioned in box shape, was hung over 
the Judges’ stand, and from 'is four sides 
biased !n !arg*: figures the number of 
the Class showing nt the time. The mo¬ 
ment tht gab* opened and the rlblxm wln- 
jp rs passed out of the limelight and be¬ 
fore you could say, "1 wonder wb*at the 
ni xi o.n*Jj» is?** the number was flashed 
above the stand and remained until the 
I'lOF' n tht event. This almost entirely 
dbvktled turning back *n tlie catalogue. 
It !h a gr« at improvement ovi r the old 
• *tr.l ysteni. which Is so slow, and an- 
ncHn’oea the number nftrr you have found 
it yourself 

A great many suggestions have been 
trifide it*- to the reforming of current 
n ••thods In bandi ng hunter i-lusses, so 
that long perbsis of dtili waiting on the 
part of t!i»* pcKH’c may 1e* avoided. A pal- 
iMt’on of the evil— not a reform was sag.

KENTUCKY’S ADVANTAGES . 
FOR PUTTY MANUFACTURING. 



Investigations made by J. R. Francis, 
of Indianapolis, who has been In Louis¬ 
ville with a view to establishing a plant 
for the manufacture of putty, have de¬ 
veloped the fact that In many portions 
of Kentucky there arc deposits of soil 
which contain the necessary ingredi¬ 
ents for this product. When Mr. Fran¬ 
cis first i'ame to Louisville he was of 
the opinion that these deposits could 
only he found In Hart county. After 
consulting with Prof. Elsoin. of New 
Albany, he visited the offices of the 
Illinois Central railroad, w here he found 
over twenty samples of dirt which were 
entirely satisfactory. At the L. and N. 
offices other sample* were found. Mr. 
Francis Is now visiting the localities 
along the Illinois Central where th» 
samples were found, and will return 
to Louisville Monday. The erection of 
the plant he has in contemplation 
would Involve an expenditure of be¬ 
tween $75,000 and $100,000.

Once upon a time a young writer 
composed an essay on "Government.” 
Wishing to say something impressive 
in the Introduction he ventured the as¬ 
sertion that "probably government is 
tho most ostensible attribute ot all en¬ 
tity." His readers were not sure that 
government is the most ostensible at¬ 
tribute of all entity, but they did not 
6#e their way clear to deny it categoric¬ 
ally. So it was allowed to go by de¬ 
fault. 

It might be asserted with equal, or 
nearly equal, plausibility that the most 
ostensible attribute of all entity Is the

And among auch cities there fa 
none which makes more strenuoous ef¬ 
forts to pad Its population than Chicago 
By taking into Its limits a considerable 
part of northern llUfiois. ln<&h>1higt;vR8t 
stretches of prairie land, It has become 
a town large enough to attract some at- 
teption. But It Is swelling with a de¬ 
sire to be thought larger than It Is in 
reality. 

The devices by which the nominal 
population of cities Is magnified 
nre numerous. One # of them is to 
make u directory including as many 
names as possible and then to multiply 
their number by an Impossible ratio. 
The lait directory of Chicago was dis¬ 
appointing. :ts it showed hardly any 
Increase over tjie preceding year, doubt¬ 
less because the canvassers the year 
before had about reached the limit. 
This disappointment has rankled In the 
breasts of the population experts, and 
they have been on the lookout for a 
chance to come again—to "mend their 
holts." as the phrase is. They think 
they have found this in the figures of 
registration. 

The registration In Chicago this year 
amounted to 405 . 330 . Upon this basis 
Mr. Robert C. Giving, president of the 
Three Million Club, and Mr. Isaac N. 
Powell, chief clerk of the Board of 
•Election Commissioners, began to figure 
out the population of the city. Mr. 
Glvlns says that not one person in six 
casts a vote, and^that would mean that 
Chicago has about 2,500.000 population. 
All- the persons registered do not vote. 
an-1 six times 405,330 are only 2,432,180. 
which is appreciably less than 2,500,000. 


among the several States or with for¬ 
eign nations. It will be seen, therefore, 
that by a proper enforcement of these 
provisions the abuses which are prac¬ 
ticed «o flagrantly, through the collu¬ 
sion of the various trusts, could long 
since have been punished and prevented 
had ordinary diligence been, exercised 
by the authorities charged with the en¬ 
forcement of the law. Despite, how¬ 
ever. the flagrant violation of this Fed¬ 
eral statute, there has been practically 
no arreet of the evil. 

No excuse can be pleaded for this 
neglect. In one notable Instance it was 
brought pointedly to the attention of 
the officers charged with the prosecu¬ 
tion of the offenders, by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, In the ease of 
the Beef Trust, wherein It was charged 
that tnanv of the principal lines of rail¬ 
road. by a system of fraudulent rebates 
to packing-houses, created a monopoly 
In their products at the expense of con- 
i sumers. It l« under this monopoly that 
the Beef Trust has been able not only 
to fix the price and control the trade In 
meats over the greater part of the 
country, but also to have equal control 
over the stock raisers In fixing the price 
of their product. To this power Is add¬ 
ed that of fixing the wages of their em. 
pMyes by depressing them in propor¬ 
tion to their greater necessities, and in 
every way producing the very results 
which It was the ubject of the law to 
prevent. 

The law, whose violation was 
pointed out by the Interstate 
Ci#mmri.«slt.in. remains practically a 
dead letter. In the only step 


Utah. It will therefore be seen that, 
while the South has been held up to 
special condemnation for such disor¬ 
ders. It has not been a crime peculiar to 
that section. While nothing can Justify 
the resort to mob violence, the com¬ 
parative sparsity of population, the ab¬ 
sence of police protection which exists 
In more populous communities, and the 
more frequent occurrence of outrages 
which incite to summary punishment, 
gor far to account for such law¬ 
lessness in that section of the 
country. It docs not argue less respect 
for law in the abstract or In the fidel¬ 
ity of Its execution, both In protection 
of life and property. As regards the 
audden heat and passion aroused by 
flagrant acts of crime evidence is not 
wanting to show that this is common 
to all portions of the country. Scarcely 
a day passes that In some of the best 
ordered communities In the North 
the perpetrator of a flagrant 
crime. taken red-handed. is not 
prevented only by a strong police force 
with drawn weapons. Moral suasion 
and confirmed respect for law are at 
the bast of all Bocial security, but avail 
little without force as a guard against 
passions suddenly aroused by the com¬ 
mission of a heinous crime. 

There Is every evidence that the ob¬ 
servance of law* and Its impartial exe¬ 
cution in arrest of crime as the surest 
safeguard of society are commanding 
Increased ‘attention and respect among 
j all w r ho have an Interest at stake In so¬ 
ciety. As organized law Is demonstrat¬ 
ed to be the safest prolection to life and 
property, people will look less to their 
own individual precautions for security 
and more to the legal means. This evo¬ 
lution has been witnessed in the decline 
of the practice of bearing arms handed 
down from piorjeer days. In proportion 
as roU U decreased there is more reli¬ 
ance upon the taw both for personal 
protection and for the redress of griev¬ 
ances. In proportion also to the Im¬ 
partiality and certainty with w'hlch the 
laws are administered wllj the con¬ 
fidence of all in their adequacy to give 
personal protection and suppress crime, 
until In time the reign of law becomes 
supreme in a community and resistance 
to it in all forms Is reduced to 
a minimum. This U what constitutes 
true civilization, and toward this end 
all good men should actively lend their 
Influence. Retrogression In the other 
direction ultimately becomes barbarism, 
and every one who is negligent of hla 
influence In elevating the standard of 
respect for law is a Contributor to it. 
That we are progressing in the scale otf 
civilization In this respect admits of no 
denial, and should be even greater 
source of pride than our progress In 
material development.

It seems somewhat curious that any 
one can expert large financial return* 
from theatrical performances here 
given In French. It Is true that the 
town supports a successful German 
theater, but the cases are not parallel. 
New York hns a very large body of 
German-speaking people, whereas the 
French are comparatively few and 
far between. It Is also true that 
though grand opera Is given to 
New Yorkers In foreign tongues, 
grand opera receipts nre better here 
than anywhere elec in the w'orld. But 
the secret of grand opera's success 
here lies In the fact that our public 
likes high-grade music so well that It 
is willing to pay to hear It, whether 
the xvords of the singers are Intelligi¬ 
ble or not. It is not so with the drama 
here or anywhere else. To be success¬ 
ful a play must be enacted In the lan¬ 
guage Its audiences understand the 
best. 

W.hen New’ York has enough Inhab¬ 
itants who understand French better 
than English, to furnish big audiences 
night after night, regularly, then 
drama In the French will be a success 
here, and not before. And yet U hoe 
been stated In the public prints that 
Rejane Is thinking seriously of estab¬ 
lishing a permanent stock company for 
the giving of plays in French before 
the New York public. Her sincere well 
wishers should advise her that the 
French population of the city Is de¬ 
creasing. relatively, and not growing, 
and that she should therefore play In 
English, with a first-class English- 
speaking company If she would possess 
a large slice of American wealth.

Daughter Speaks English. 

Mme. Rejane i« undoubtedly very 
clear In her mind as to the value of 
the English tongue from the commer¬ 
cial point of view, since ahe has hsd 
her daughter educated Jn English 
schools almost exclusively. This 
young lady, MUe. Germaine Rejane, 
speaks English almost like a native. 
She Is with her mother on the present 
trip, but the husband apparently Is 
not. His only claims to distinction 
so far as known on this side of the 
water are based upon his pessimistic 
view* of American taste as shown by 
the New Yorkers' failure tu go and 
hi* clever wife In plays which they 
could not understand, and his positive 
refusal to allow her to play with 
CoquelUi. the great French comedian. 

This was only a year or two ago. For 
some reason Coqudln nnd Jane Hading 
were not to play together, and Rejane, 
who had always been anxious to ap¬ 
pear with the comedian, signified her 
desire to play with him In a certain 
piece. Coquelin was agreeable to the 
proposed arrangement, and everything 
had apparently been arranged.* when 
Rejatie’s husband interposed his dic¬ 
tum. The affair raised a great row in 
Paris and caine near getting Into the 
courts. I am not sure, but my Impres¬ 
sion is that the husband carried his 
point. Legally lie was able to do so. of 
course, since, so far as the law goes, t?ie 
French woman is still far from free 
of her husband’s control.

Bryce the Historian. 


Some of the New York papers as¬ 
serted In their reports of the recent 
accident to the Empire Butte Express, 
running dally from New York to Buf¬ 
falo In record regular time lor so gre:i! 
a distance, that It was the second time 
the train had run against an obstruc¬ 
tion, and that It had never befoie kill¬ 
ed a man. 

This assertion was incorrect, though 
the train has maintained an unusually 
clean record despite Its great speed.

themselves masters of the several 
crafts. This ample! and technical knowl¬ 
edge has been brought home and nat¬ 
uralized in the shipyards and arsenals 
of Japan. Indeed*, though not regarded 
ns an inventive and origfmU people, be¬ 
ing by nature imitative, they have re¬ 
cently turned out guns and explosives 
of their*own Invention that are said to 
be the most effective In preseut use. A 
faculty for improving on the ideas of 
others Is frequently observed among 
these people. 

The arsenal at Osaka turns out nm- 
ruunliiou at the ordinary rate of a 
million rounds a day. Now, with an in¬ 
creased force, and the stern necessity 
for munitions of war. the output is 
much larger. At Toklo and elsewhere 
deadly explosives are manufactured by 
the ton. The great guns for the ar¬ 
tillery service, whose Immense range 
nnd wonderful accuracy have caused 
the Russians to retreat from so many 
strong positions, ere also manufactured 
at Osaka. The arsenal ut Toklo Is of 
fabulous capacity. It was there the 
Marnta rifle was manufactured, but Is 
now superseded by the “Thirtieth year 
gun/' a Japanese invention, which Is 
■aid to be one of the finest In the world. 

Every modern device in transporta¬ 
tion. in the preparation and preserva¬ 
tion of food supplies for the army, and 
In rapid romnmnicattoii has been adopt- 
ed. Field telephones, during a battle’s 
progress, have enaibled the commanding 
officers to handle their forces more ef¬ 
ficiently. Wireless telegraphy has 
helped the battleships to report to each 
other the movements of the enemy and 
to more readily form their line of bat¬ 
tle for attack. From the Yalu river 
northwards Gen. Kurokl has built n 
&Ittle railroad for fifty miles or more, 
over which army supplies have been 
pushed to the front by coolies in de¬ 
fiance of rain and maid. Surgeons 
with X-ray instruments, and every 
modern appliance known to their pro¬ 
fession, located bullets, dressed wounds, 
and rescued from death thousands of 
soldiers who w*yuld have died under 
the system of surgery prevalent forty 
years ago. The Japanese hospital Corps 
is a marvelous organization, and 1 have 
not yet heard a single complaint re¬ 
garding its efficiency, or failure to give 
first old do the wounded. 


Japan’s Navy. 


The same is true of the navy. Japan’s 
programme of naval expansion for the 
past ten years, necessitating largely in¬ 
creased burdens of taxation. has been 
aibundantly vindicated. Being an In¬ 
sular nation, she must have eea power, 
or in a few years she will have no pow¬ 
er. The roast of Japan Is divided Into 
five naval districts, each with a first- 
class modern naval station. The one 
at Kure. in the Inland Sea. I have had 
the pleasure of visiting twice recently, 
and listening to the awful din of Its 
hammer* which never cease day or 
night. The amount of work they are 
carrying on Is astonishing. There Is 
another station at Sasebo, in the har- 


coiik* at once to thee* waters after war 
was declares! the history of the last 
six mouths would have been different¬ 
ly written. Now, however, it seems 
too late. 

Crossing the Yellow Sea a few days 
ago on the German mall * teenier 
Gnlasenau, when about 120 miles from 
Shanghai, the captain on the bridge re¬ 
marked to several of us below that the 
Japanese fleet was off to the left. We 
had been watching the smoke and won¬ 
dering what was below those funnels. 
The news quFkly spread around the 
deck, ojid soon every man had a field- 
glass to his eye trying to make out the 
movements of those monsters. There 
were two large battleships and two de¬ 
stroyers, but' whither bound and on 
what belligerent intent we could only 
conjecture. Quite a fleet has been hov¬ 
ering near Shanghai ever since the As¬ 
kold and Grom oval took refuge In th«t 
harbor aft?r the Port Arthur bs.ttle. 
They are waiting like watch dogs to 
l>ounre down on the Russian vessel}* If 
an attempt is made to gain the open 
sea. 

• • • 

The Blue Jacket Spirit. 

The ’’blue Jacket’* spirit In Japan has 
received great accentuation since the 
war began, especially since the brilliant 
victories of Admirals Togo and Katni- 
mum. Heretofore the nrmy has been 
more popular. Now there Is equal 
eagerness for assignment to the navy. 
Everybody In Japan h*<* reUice.i P be 
success of Admiral Kamlmura In sink¬ 
ing the Hurlk and running the otntr 
Vladivostok ships buck to port. He 
was being severely criticised because of 
the transports that were sunk and the 
escape of the Vladivostok squadron. 
But since his rocent victories he has 
become a national hero, and shares 
with Admiral Togo the special favor of 
his imperial majekty. 

Recent events at the front have not 
materially effected the final reaut. It 
Is not thought that Russia will consent 
to any cessation of hostilities until she 
has somewhat recovered her former 
military* prestige. By drawing her ene¬ 
my Into the Interior and waiting for 
the snows of winter she hopes to turn 
the tide of battle In her favor. This Is 
merely my humble* conjecture, but the 
same view* seems to prevail among 
those with whom I have discussed the 
subject and who are well acquainted 
with Russian character and Russian 
policy In the East. 

My own opinion is confirmed with 
each new day in these lands that If the 
war continues much longer Japan will 
be the greatest sufferer. She will ex¬ 
haust herself whipping the Russians. 
As Gen. Joe Wheeler, 1 believe It was. 
remarked concerning the Lost Cause: 
“We were not whipped; we simply wore 
ourselves out whipping the Yankees/’ 

Japan’s chief asset Is the nrdent pa¬ 
triotism and undying loyalty of her 
people. They will suffer anything for 
the nation, but their resources have a 
limit, even if their patriotism is undy¬ 
ing. It is estimated that the war Is 
costing Japan 1.000.000 yen every day. 
How long she can bear this tremendous 
expense Is the problem. Every friend 
of the heroic little people might to pray 
for peace. Warfare of olden times was 
had enough, but modern conflicts are 
too expensive to be of long duration.

J ENNY has been, to put It plainly, 
on the rampage in her house¬ 
wifery for the last six weeks. All 
the beautiful fall weather, the 
best of the year fro* being out of doors, 
has been spent by her In a campaign 
of scouring, scrubbing, cnrpet-beotlng 
and painting, until the house shines 
like a jeweler’s window, and every nook 
and comer Is immaculate. Fur be it 
from me to advocate careless house¬ 
keeping. but ithere are limits. When 
Jenny started In to set her house in 
order for the winter, she looked fairly 
plump and her chet*ks had a pretty pink 
color of their own. After several weeks 
of hard drudgery and anxious super¬ 
vision, fretting over the men who came 
late, and the men who never came, 
and the man who did not work to please 
her. Jenny looks a different being. She 
Is sallow, thin, attenuated, and a frown 
seems to have settled permanently on 
her sTdooth forehead. 

“Jenny used io be so pretty!” Her 
friends say this, and add:: “How she 
has gone off since she married!” 

In common with American matrons, 
tny friend Jenny seldom has help that 
may be considered efficient or respons¬ 
ible In her kitchen. Maids arrive and 
depart, blue-eyed Swedes, dark-haired 
Slavs, rosy-tinted “greenhorns” from 
Ireland, and soft-voiced colored girls 
from the South, all about equally try- 


is doing well in business and the home 
has every comfort. 

One good, all-round maid would meet 
Jenny’s need, but that desirable person¬ 
age is not to be had. There are shops 
and factories that swallow up the 
young women who formerly went Into 
domestic service, nnd the comparative 
independence of the factory* appears to 
them an offset to the greater ease of 
work in a home. Besides though it Is 
wholly without excuse, there is a stig¬ 
ma attaching to domestic labor. The 
girl behind the counter feels herself so¬ 
cially many removes from the girl over 
the washtub and the ironing board. 
The girl at the loom would not ex¬ 
change places with the girl who takes 
care of little children In a nursery.

Women are borne down with contin¬ 
ual toil In their homes because in our 
complex modern life ami in American 
atmospheric conditions they cannot se¬ 
cure the right kind of assistance. If, 
like Jenny, they have a very high Ideal 
of what their housekeeping should be. 
they simply put into It their own lives, 
their flesh and blood And nerve and 
sinew, and toil until they drop with 
nervous exhaustion or some day slip 
into the grave. 

The drudgery of overfastldlous house¬ 
keeping is something a man very sel¬ 
dom comprehends. If he did, ‘he would 
remonstrate to greater effect. 

A husband goes to Ids office In the 
morning. leaving behind him a home so 
sweet, so pure, so peaceful, that the 
vision of it abides with him, and is an 
Inspiration to his efforts the entire day. 

He works hard enough during busl- 
ne«s hours. Life 1* strenuous for the 
man who would hold his own In the 
fierce competitions of the Twentieth 
century. But when he turns the key 
in his desk and leaves the scene of hla 


her delicate face criss-crosses with a 
network of fine wrinkles, an 1 her gold¬ 
en hair dull® Into a faded faroy~n? 

The answer Is obvious. Jenny works 
too steadily over a multitude of things 
that do not pay because, though fin¬ 
ished to-day, 'they are, somehow, sure 
to need doing again to-morrow. Tne 
bread ar.d pies and cakes she bakes 
are presently -aten to the last crumb. 
The dupt leos chamibers gal her dust 
again. Varlty of vanities, ail Is van¬ 
ity. Is written In Invisible ink across 
the housekeeping of the mo*t nolablo 
women In the land, and It takes but 
twenty-four hours and a shaft of sun¬ 
light to faring It out. *o that he * ho 
runs may read.

Now. where Is the remedy? There Is 
a remedy. And 1 It is not in being slat¬ 
ternly and living contentedly in dirt. 
Though eome of ua are hypersensitive 
afaout dirt, and ought to remrir/ber that, 
mother edvrth Isa friend, that dust we 
are and unto dust we <wU4 one day re¬ 
turn, yet the majority have common 
sense, andi know perfectly well the 
value of a hippy medium. 

We must learn to discriminate be¬ 
tween eeaentlais and nonessentials In 
the home administration. Autumnal 
cleaning Is requisite, and. as to the cel¬ 
lar and the garret ar.d th* cloaets and 
pantries. It cannot be too scrupulously 
done. But we need not hlive a cyclone 
or an avalanche in the whole house 
Every room does not need to be swept 
every week. As for washing windows 
so often ns Jenny doee. it Is the most 
utter folly, as the autumn stoipms dash 
rain and the autumnal gales blow dust 
on them en hour after they are made to 
shine like a prism. 

Of course, they must be clean enough 
to look through without opacity. A 
visitor in a happy-go-lucky house once 
remarked on the brightlF^s of the 
morning.

Our. grandmothers had a way out of 
household difficulties worth our adop¬ 
tion. They often took a little girl to 
bring up. finding her In an orphan asy¬ 
lum, or borrowing her for some yej^rs 
from a family where there were in any 
mouths to feed, and few dollars to do 
It with. They gave this child school¬ 
ing. clothes, religious teaching and 
thorough training in the several de¬ 
partments of housework. She was 
treated as one of the family, not as a 
servant. Be It noticed that the lady at 
the head of the house was just and con¬ 
siderate. she understood what she 
ought to require of herself, of her 
daughters and of the little maid, some¬ 
times bound to her until she should be 
grown, sometimes staying on a tether 
that could be slipped at discretion. 

As these little helpers grew up, they 
became attached and competent domes¬ 
tic assistants. Everywhere they fitted 
Into the home life.

T HIS is to be a plea In hebalf of 
a worthy cause—the Philhar¬ 
monic Society.

Must these four years of devotion, 
atudy and sacrifice of tliese rmisie-lov¬ 
ing amateurs go for naught? Mu?t the 
deep Interest, the hard work and 
courageous ambitions of Karl Schmidt, 
the*director, be expended In vain? 

And yet. unless more hearty and 
generous support is given, such s?enia 
the sad prospect The players In ChU 
symphony orchestra are not paid for 
tthelr services, but hall rent and music 
•heetp and a re'ixJtictor's salary—small 
as it Is—require a certain amount of 
money. The people each year are nsk*d 
to subscribe (or sason tickets at a 
nominal figure. Heretofore they have 
been ready to respond. This year they 
•re not as prompt as they should be.

The beJoony Is 
small, so that Juliet lops over Its front 
to talk with Romeo, and than stands at 
Its back to answer the Nurse's questions 
with a single step; and it is so high that 
the sudden and ardent lovers don't try to 
touch hands, as you have often seen them 
do. by stretching; nor has It any columns 
for the man to lean against, and an ex¬ 
tended rosebush keeps him from getting 
under it to hide when she comes back to 
look for him. Thus the facilities for the¬ 
atric Attitudinising are curtailed, and the 
conditions for naturalistic simplification 
are provided. It strikes me that Miss 
Marlowe has had her way against Mr. 
Sothern's predilection, for he moderates 
hla melodramatic manner, as observed In 
other plays, while her unexaggeration Is 
what she has shown before In this one. 
Picturesqueness is not Impaired by tbs 
toning down; it is heightened. 


These letters are written with a descrip¬ 
tive pen, and I will Indulge no further 
criticism than to tell you how, as I think, 
Juliet Marlowe Is delightful in this repe¬ 
tition. and Romeo Bothem satisfies rea¬ 
sonable expectation, in th-.’s first d;sclcaure. 
Maude Adams was recently lighter than 
Miss Marlowe In the comedy at the be¬ 
ginning. and longer ago Mary Anderson 
was heavier In the tragedy in the ending; 
but MIfs Marlowe is altogether ad¬ 
mirable In all th© Intermediate emotions, 
from Joy to anguish. Mr. Sothertv seems 
to me like Edwin Booth In Romeo, as he 
was like him in Hanvhet; that is to say, 
there Is a resemblance In aspect and 
speech, but the diffierence Is fully suffi¬ 
cient to render comparison detrimental to 
Sot hern. However, even Booth couldn't 
have made bds Romeo (for It wasn't 
among his roles) hold Us own on th© same 
stage against the best Juliets of his time, 
those of Miss Anderson and AdelaJde 
Neilson. It is no wonder, therefore, that 
In the Martott'e-Sothern Joint starring, so 
far as New York see© It. In the Shakes¬ 
peare tragedy of pasionate romance, she 
Is a planet of greater magnitude than he.

Juliet's room. In which sh© hddj* adieu 
to Romeo and stt’allows rh© hypnot'.o 
drug, has for Its principal pieo© of fur¬ 
niture a canopied bed wide enough for a 
Mormon and half a dozen wives. It i« 
ornamental, but not obviously useful, un¬ 
less the girl Is dreadfuBy restless In her 
sleep, or the nurse—!n th - .© case as brood 
a woman as Mrs. Sol Smith has grown 
to be—'ha/bltutfilly occupies the greater 
Shnre of the couch. But the bride has put 
out the fat servitor for the night, and. in 
the faint light of dawn, sh© Is seen a bad 
In slumber. That morning nap Is an Inno¬ 
vation. and It make* a pretty picture. 
The bridegroom Is at th© window, across 
the r.tura, and his flnet words a*bout the 
necessity of his departure awaken her. 
She rises at once, and looks well In l\*r 
loose blaok haltr and flowing white rdbe. 

It la the ensuing scene of fond farewell 
that -Miss Marlow'© nnd Mr. Sothem are 
brought Into the severest competition, 
their opportunities being equal so far as 
language ami situation go; but th© advan¬ 
tage of femininity is with the actress 
and she waste* non© of It. Stl’l, th© 
actor fares surprisingly well In Ihe con¬ 
test. For e contest It la surely, with mu¬ 
tual Jealousy prObatxy, for neither ahe 
nor he has been accustomed to share 
limelight with anyone. Even when she 
acted Juliet to the Romeo of her own 
husband. Robert Taber, there wns a cal¬ 
cium for her exclusively. Now there is 
one for Bothem also, and the two illu¬ 
mined spots are separate and distinct, 
except when the players get together in 
an embrace. But their acting Is profes¬ 
sionally harmo'nlzfd. and when they 
come before the curtain, hand In hand, 
they are personally most polit© to each 
other.

Th© business side of this profession^ 
partnership between Miss Marlow© and 
Mr Sothern cannot be Ignored. You hear 
It discussed between acts by the same 
jh? r so ns who give consWeraUon to the 
matters of dramatic art Involved. The 
actress mode her New York debut in 
“lngomar*’ at about the time that the 
actor did In “The Highest Bidder." Both 
tt*ere young and crude, though her gift of 
expressiveness was apparent st the out¬ 
set. while his was of slow development. 
Both became floatlngly prosperous very 
soon, and from season to season their 
vogue turned more richly Into cash. For 
years they have been actor-managers to 
the extent of choosing and producing 
plays and giving but a percentage of the 
receipts to the men who attended to the 
business nirangements They have liked 
to be Shakspearean, but have found new 
dramas more remunerative. She is the 
most money-drawing actress in America 
except Maude Adams, nnd os she has had 
no heavy losses, she muet be wealthy. He 
|has hud some plays that failed expensive¬ 
ly with Vlrglola Harned Sothern as well 
as with himself, and so his accumulation 
Is conjectural. But that doesn't lessen 
his importance In Stageland. and l guess 
—1 don’t know—that he is in the present 
venture with Miss Marlowe on equal 
tarmac But neKher of them takes any 
risk.

HO HOPE IN OTHER QUARTERS. 


JUaopus, N. Y., Oct. 22.—In a speech 
on the tariff Issue to-day Judge Parker 
replied to remarks on that subject from 
man representing six distinct New York 
delegations which were received at 
Kosemount to-day. The delegations 
fwere from the Harlem Democratic 
Club, Central Parker Independent Club. 
West Side Parker Independent Club, 
Jteform Club. Business Men’s Parker 
and Davis Association and the New 
Tork State League of Parker and Davis 
Clubs. The day was not pleasant for 
an outdoor political gathering. Fleec¬ 
ing clouds veiled the sky. the air was 
chill and during the noon hour a cold 
rain began to fall. 

The Harlem Club, accompanied by a 
band, arrived on the steamer Sagamore 
and marched up to Judge Parker's 
bouse. The visitors made themselves 
at home on the grounds until the ar¬ 
rival of the other delegations over the 
[West Shore railroad. 

The speakers on behalf of the visit¬ 
ing delegations were Isaac A. Hopper, 
for the Harlem Club; Louis R Ehrich, 
for Lh6 Independent Clubs, arid Everett 
V. Abbott, for the Reform Club. 

Mr. Hopper presented to Judge Par¬ 
ker an engrossed copy of resolutions in 
support of the Democratic national 
ticket which wrere adopted at a recent 

meeting of the Harlem Club.

Judge Parker’s Speech. 

In reply to the delegations Judge 
barker said: 

Gentlemen: I thank you for the ad- 
tftressea you have made and for your gen¬ 
erous assurances of the support of your- 
aelves and the various club® you repre¬ 
sent In the campaign now being waged. 
My response shall tie confined to the issue 
most prominently presented by your 
Speech ea. 

In order to understand our present sit¬ 
uation in respect to the tartff It is best 
to glance at the past and see bow we 
peached the position we now occupy. Our 
political opponents usually point to Al¬ 
exander Hamilton a* the founder and ex. 
pounder of the protective system, and 
they never wean* of quoting from his re¬ 
port of 1791 In support of their positions. 
They always speak of Hamilton's report 
on manufactures as though it were a re¬ 
port on protection. Even the editor of his 
complete works, the present Senator from 
Massachusetts, does so. Being a report 
on manufactures only, it does not Justify 
protective duties on wool. coal, lumber. 
Iron ore, borax and other products of the 
poll, mines and fisheries In which our 
present tariff abounds and without which 
It could not last. Take oqt of the tariff 
•verything that Hamilton did not include 
$n his report and the alliance of special 
interests would be shattered in fragments. 
* » » 

Hamilton’s Object. 


It was followed by Clay's com promise 
tariff of 1S33, which reduced duties by a 
sliding scale extending over & number of 
years to 30 per cent. Mr. Clay was at that 
lime, and. Indeed, during his whole pub- 
llc life, the standard bearer of th 
• American system" of tariff protection 
and l wish to recall some words that h 
used In a debate In the Senate In lgjs, 
justifying his course In advocating this 
tariff reduction. He said: 

“No one, Mr. President, In the Com¬ 
mencement of the protective policy ever 
supposed that it was to be perpetual. We 
hoped and believed that temporary pro¬ 
tection extended to our Imam manu¬ 
factures would bring them up and enaok 
*•#2? ^ "ftlytand competition with tnoae 
or ii/urop*. if the protective policy were 
entirely to cease m jfto , t would have e*- 
isted twenty-six years from lsiti, or eight 
I enn from 1824. quite as lung as at 
of these |M»riocfs its 
might be necessary " 

Mr. ('lay here voiced the prevailing 
opinion of the country that the protected 
trades were no longer In a state of in¬ 
fancy. In fact the Infant Industry argu¬ 
ment was then superseded by the pauper 
labor argument, it wd* now contended 
for the first time that the tariff should 
be used to compensate the American pie 
ducer for tho higher wages that he ha I 
to pay as compared with nis foreign com¬ 
petitors. As this argument has at tlm^- 
<k»ne great service, alth.mgh now* quit- 
threadbare. 1 will dwell upon it a mo¬ 
ment.

An Abhorrent Doctrine.

There was a 
further reduction In 1857, in which the 
protected clashes themselves concurred, 20

The Morrill Tariff. 

At this point in our history the tarifT 
question ceased temporarily to be an issue 
in American politics. It disappeared so 
completely that when the Republican 
party was formed nobody thought of re¬ 
viving It, and there is good reason for 
believing that It never tvould have been 
revived but for the Civil War, which ne¬ 
cessitated the raising of a large revenue 
to meet the extraonflnary demands upon 
the Treasury. Certain classes availed 
themselves of this opportunity to reintro¬ 
duce the protective system for their own 
advantage, and they were successful. Tho 
result was the Morrill tariff, or. rather, 
four successive Installments of the Mor¬ 
rill tariff, of which Senator Sherman in a 
debate on the tariff bill of 1*72 spoke as 
follows: 

"It must be remembered that the pres¬ 
ent duties, taken together, are far in ex¬ 
cess of w»hat they were before the war. 
and they have been three times largely 
increoaed since the passage of the Mor¬ 
rill tariff act of 1861. If the present rat s 
of duty were high enough during and 
since the war, w*hen home industry was 
burdened with heavy Internal taxes, with 
stamp duties, income taxes and high rates 
on raw* materials, then surely they hr«> 
now too high, when aU these taxes are 
removed."

Hamilton said that his object was to 
promote such manufacture® "as will tend 
to render tho United States Independent 
of foreign nations for military and other 
essential supplies."

"These," ho says, "have grown up and 
flourished with a rapidity which sur¬ 
prises. affecting an encouraging: assurance 
of success"—meaning success in other 
branohv-s of manufactures. If these 
branches had grown up and flourished 
•with surprising rapidity one hundred and 
thirteen years ago. what just ckiim on 
extravagant Government bounties can 
they advance now?

The First Tariff Bill. 


The views which Senator Sherman here 
expressed and which many other Repub¬ 
lican statesmen entertained, gained such 
ascendancy in tho councils of the party 
that a plan for revision of the tariff was 
made a distinctive feature of President 
Arthur's Administration. With the sanc¬ 
tion of a protect km 1st Congress, a com- 
mission was appointed for this purpose in 
1SK2, consisting, with one exception, of tho 
ehosen representatives of the protected 
Industries. 

Th*‘>* spent several months taking testi¬ 
mony. and made u report, in which they 
summed up their conclusions in these 
words: 

"Early In its deliberations the commis¬ 
sion boeame convinced that a substantial 
reduction of tariff duties is demanded, not 
by a mere indiscriminate popular clamor, 
but by the best conservative opinion of 
the country. Including that which has. in 
former times, been most strenuous for the 
preservation of our national Industrial de¬ 
fenses. Such a reduction of the existing 
tariff the commission regards not on!v as 
a due recognition of public sentlment and 
a measure of justice to consumers, but 
one conducive to the general tndustr.al 
prosperity, and which, although it mny 
be temporarily inconvenient. w'.U be legit¬ 
imately beneficial to the special interests 
affected by such reduction."

The Tariff of 1883.

What 
under the low tariffs of 1M6 and lftMT Was 
there any lack of a home market then? 
On the contrary. Senator Morrill, of Ver¬ 
mont, the father of the Morrill tariffs 
• •f the war period, said in a public debate 
that the year ISfiO. which fei: within th s 
period, was "on* of the most prosperous 
in our h;story." This Is also the testi¬ 
mony of Prof. Taussig In his tariff his¬ 
tory of the United States, not alone as 
to the year 1M30, hut as to that period 
generally. The same authority teds u* 
that our cotton spinning industry never 
grew more rapidly or prospered more 
than under the Walker tariff of 1846.

VIOLIN THE WINNER, 


T OMMY RYAN and Jack O’Brien, 
postmasters of the boxing art, are 
to fight soon. It is understood 
that an Eastern club has offered 
a $10,000 purse for the event. 

As yet an understanding has not been 
reached as to the weight which the two 
men will fight Ryan wants to battle at 
156 pounds, ringside; O’Brien demands 
that the figures Ikj made 158 at 3 o’clock, 
which is the real middle-weight limit. 
However, this is a question that will be 
easily settled. There Is so Htt.e in the 
demands that either could afford to 
stretch a pomt. 

Negotiations for the fight have been go¬ 
ing on not only for weeks, but months, 
even for years. A little over a year ago 
Ryan and CYRrlen fought six rounds at 
Philadelphia. Like all fights that laJte 
place In the Quaker CJty. the battle was 
a deoMonless affair. Among the specta¬ 
tors, however, there was evid« ntly con¬ 
siderable difference of ppinion as to which 
had the advantage. 

Some say that (PBrien had Tommy ail 
but out in the fifth round, while others 
assert that the gong announced the close 
of tho sixth round Just in time to save the 
shifty Mr. O’Brien from a trip to drtam- 
iand. But ail conceded that It was one 
of the greatest battles that over took 
place in Philadelphia. Before this battle 
each dared the other time and time again 
to sign articles for a twenty-round fight. 

With the exception of Jim Corbett and 
some of the m«n of the light and feather¬ 
weight divisions, there is not a pugilist in 
the country the equal of O’Brien and 
Ryan in the point of science. Both are 
admitted to be past masters in the art of 
boxing. But Ryan's ability Is not limited 
to shiftiness. When he hits he hits hard. 
In the parlance of the ring, “he has a 
knockout punch in either hand.’’ The ma¬ 
jority of his victories—and he hus been 
knocked out but once In his life—have 
been toy the knockout route. On the othvr 
hand O'Brien Is generally thought to be 
merely a spectacular fighter. He has nev¬ 
er proved himself to be of the knockout 
caliber. He has fought and defeated 
many good men, but the majority of 
tiu*ui battles havo been at six rounds and 
O’Brien has won them by outpointing, not 
by knocking out his opponents. 

Ryan’s ring record n« much more for¬ 
midable than that of O’Brien, Tommy has 
been fighting since the early Xk, and In 
thnt time has met and defeated many of 
the best men of hi* weight In the couniry. 
His one defeat was at the hands of Kid 
McCoy. O'Brien has been prominent in 
pugilist^ circles since 1890. 

It Is probable that O’Brien’s admirers 
will point to the fact that Ryan is old<*r 
than Jack, and assert that he ha.-* long 
sinc»* passed the heyday of his ability as 
a fighter. But after all there is not such 
a great difference In their ages. Ryan was 
born in 1670, while O’Brien made bia de¬ 
but Into thU* world In 1878. Jack Is there¬ 
fore eight years younger than Rynn, Phy¬ 
sically. both men are perfect specimens of 
m«idiooib ’ Each ban taken th# loast of 
care of himself. Neither uses tobacco or 
l.quor in any form, and each is constantly 
in training.

Says Tommy Andrews: The cry has 
gone up oil over the country, that l* 
among writers and sporting m« n: "Has 
Terry McGovern come back to his form 
of three years ago?” Candidly 1 do not 
think Terry has come back to the form 
he displayed when be was champion of 
the featherweight division. His battle 
with Eddie Hanion at Philadelphia did not 
prove the case, although to many It ixviy 
uppeur so. A coreful perusal of tho ♦ on- 
tost will show that Hanlon hud the better 
of th<- fight In the fourth round when lie 
handed *|Vrry that terlfilc jolt to the Jaw 
and put lum down for the count. It also 
proves that Hariion is not the finished 
fighter that many people supposed. It 
demonstrated that Terry McGovern is the 
mmo wild, hull-rushing fighter that he 
was when he won the championship, lie 
dp;*»ndcd entirely upon Ills rushing tac¬ 
tics to overcome an opponent, and that .s 
the style he followed against Hanlon. 

When he was put down in a dazed con¬ 
dition he made a wild and desperate at¬ 
tempt to regain his lost ground by swing¬ 
ing wildly. He wo* beaten then, but one 
of bis wild swings caught Hanlon fairly 
on the Jaw. and put him down. It was 
then that Terry begun pounding away 
with both bands, and wore Hanlon out by 
sheer roughing tactics.

The drop in batting 
In both leagues has brought about a eon- 
d’.tion unheard of In the history of big 
Uugue baseball and It bid* fair to all but 
wipe out thq .900 batting class. In the I 
American League but three regular bala- j 
men now show above that mark, while in 
the National the showing Is only a shade 
better. Such a condition of affairs nat¬ 
urally leads to questions aa to it* c ause. 

Such veteran* as Jesse Burkett. Jimmie 
McAieer and Dick Padden cannot explain 
exactly why the pitch ers are showing *0 
strong this season, otiL they all kgre* that 
It is the worat year In their experience 
for the batsmen. Je*se Burkett lays much 
of the blame on the "spit bull,” but th*s 
could hardly cause such a big slump in 
the sticking figures. McAleer say* th* 
“spit ball" la responsible for but a small 
percentage of the batting loos, a* but 
few pitch*?#* can control it properly, and 
It Is more dungerous to the one using it 
lban to the opposing batsmen If It cannot 
be prop* rly controlled. Neither Padden 
nor Jack O’Connor can give any cause 
for th»* effeetlvcne** outside of a general 
Improvement all around. 

• • • 

"All-around Improvement In pitching In 
what !h causing the trouble," says Mc¬ 
Aleer. 

"It Is not so much that tho star twlrlers 
of tho two big leagues are better than 
they used to be, but that the pitching 
stuffs on the average are mail* up of 
higher class men. The veterans are a* 
gtH»d ns th**y ever were, but they havo 
but little now that they have not had in 
past seasons. The *»plt ball* is something 
novel and u good many players attach 
more Importance to It than they would 
under other conditions. As soon a* the 
novelty has worn off It will tak« Us place 
with the ’Jump ball’ and other kindred in¬ 
novations which havo been made in recent 
years. 

"The Improvement comes in the new 
material, which has made even the weak¬ 
er pitching staffs of this season almost as 
strong as the strongest ones In past 
vears Two or three stars formerly made 
up a pitching sta/T. Now you get a new 
pitcher every day during a series. Look 
at the bunch of good youngsters that hav*» 
been brought out since the war between 
the National and American Leagues be- 
gan. This hns brought the pitching staffs 
up to a higher average than ever before 
in the history of the gnme. I know from 
personal experience that the pitching in 
the American League this season Is bet¬ 
ter than that In any big league In pre¬ 
vious baseball history. From w’hat I 
know of the National League I would say 
that the pitching staffs there are strong¬ 
er than sln^e the American League took 
sway runny of the National twirling 
atans." 

• • • 

The proud boart made by the friend* of 
Joe MfcCHnntty, of his having mado the 
greatest pitching record ever credited to 
a twlrler when ho pitched und won two 
double headers In the same week. I* dis¬ 
counted by a performance that Jack Har¬ 
per. the Reds’ leading twirler. made when 
he wa* with the Ft. Wayne team In 190). 
Jack was a farm hand that year, having 
been tried out by 8t. Louis in tho spring, 
and *cnt back to Ft. Wayne to get a little 
better acquainted with the ivnys of the 
world ami of boll playing before he again 
essayed to perform In high society. Well, 
it came near the end of the season and Ft. 
Way no w as in sore need of victories. 
There were two other twlrlers on the Ft. 
Way no team besides Harper, one of them 
being C5’ Swain, the tall schoolmaster, 
who once amused audiences all over the 
circuit n* a member of tho Washington 
team. During this quest for victories the 
third pitcher of the team was taken 111 
and Harper promised to idtch his gumo 
for him. too. So it came about that there 
wo* a double-header in which Harper and 
the etek man were slated to perform. Har¬ 
per pitched the first game and won. The 
second game had been alloted to the sick 
man. and Harper, as his understudy, 
pitched thnt, too. nnd won It. The next 
day It was Swain’s turn to go on the rub¬ 
ber. In the first Inning two long hits 
were made off him for a starter, and he 
walked out of the box, declaring that he 
simply could not stand the strain of being 
hammered all over the lot There being 
no other pitcher, Harper again was i»«k**d 
to go In. and ha did. winning that game 
also, establishing a record of pitching and 
capturing three garni'* in two days, which 
Is a better record than McGlnnity ever 
made.

There Is only one Inflelder In the East¬ 
ern League who shows skill enough to 
warrant his promotion to the National 
and American Leagues. Hugh Jennings, 
of the Baltimore team, 1* quoted as ad¬ 
vancing that opinion. 

Manager Kelly, of the Reds, is reported 
to have »nld: "Condition* regarding In¬ 
fielders in tho big leagues are getting to on 
alarming stage. Take our own team, for 
Instance. We have need of one. and per¬ 
haps two, good Infielders, yet we are un- 
abb* to get only two promtalng lnflslders 
from the minor leagues, and ir both theso 
should fall in the spring w’c would be In 
a sail plight, indeed. The scarcity of In- 
fielders who are ready for fast company 
Is best shown by a tuik I hnd with Hugh 
Jennings the other day. Jennings has been 
playing In the Eastern League all season. 

I asked Jennings If there were any good 
lnflelders In the Eastern League, und he 
replied; 

" There is Just one man In the eight 
teams who looks to me as though he 
might do In fast company, and that is 
L'wls. the shortstop of the Baltimore 
team, over whom the Brooklyn* and New 
York American* had u souabble.

Tho style of game put up by New* York, 
for Instance, would put to shame a lot 
of boys. That team ha* loaned Its lead¬ 
ing pitchers out on "off day*” to enable 
them to gather In a tew *xtra shekels. 
The result ha* been that not one member 
of the New York pitching stuff ha* twirl¬ 
ed more than two good games since the 
pennant was "cinched.” Nothing like the 
record expected has been made by Me* 
Graw*’s men. and If some of his pitching 
talent complain next season of "sore 
arms" It cannot come as a surprise. No 
pitcher can take part In four or five 
games a week during the unsettled part 
of the year—even if he does not "let him¬ 
self out”—and be In readiness to give a 
club his best services the following sea¬ 
son. It Is evident, too. from the crowds 
that have been patronising the National 
league games In Gotham that the peo¬ 
ple are more or less disgusted. Of course, 
some of the disgust is due to New York’s 
refusal to get out in the open on the 
world's championship question, but a drop 
in attendance from up in the thousands 
down to the small hundreds can b* mainly 
attributed to the poor article of bail fur¬ 
nished and to the fact that the basetwill 
patrons are "tired." Tho same suite of

schedule-makers would do a mighty good 
thing if they would cut down the num¬ 
ber of games to 140. nnd thereby remove 
from the game many elements of farce.

A l.'l-game schedule renders necessary 
the playing of countless double-headers. 
A double bill now and then Is relished by 
the average fan, but there Is such a 
thing as carrying It to extremes. One of 
these bills was given In New York dur¬ 
ing the week, and upon a dispute ar.sing 
over tho decision of the umpire, It was 
discovered that New York had no players 
in uniform to take the place* of men re¬ 
moved from the game. This was a viola¬ 
tion of the rules, ami St. T^ouls was given 
tho game on forfeit. Such a thing would 
not happen in the middle of an ordinary 
playing season, but at the tuit-+nd of a 
154-game schedule, with all positions of 
Importance In the championship race set¬ 
tled, with the receipts of record-breaking 
games safely tucked away in the treas¬ 
ury, It is considered permissible to In¬ 
dulge In a little "hlppodruming." It can¬ 
not be called anything else. If baseball 
club presidents will allow these !n- 
dulgenccq. why not admit th© public free 
of charge to the comedy? Why charge 
regular prices? The magnate* owe It to 
the public to curtail the schedule. The 
loyal baseball rooter, the weather ard 
sound common s«'nse are all against the 
154-gam© schedule.

Saturday Evening. Oct. 22 — Businas* with 
Iccai bank* haa br*n good throughout th* 
wrek. and the demand for money haa held up 
•atUfactorlly. Bankers are no longer looking 
for Ioann, though most Institution* are In com¬ 
fortable position and amply able to take core 
of customers' requirements The local demand 
b normal, hut the out-of-town colli for funds 
are heavy, and this has resulted in a© ad* 
ranee of rates. Shipments of currency have 
been made this week with frequency, and the 
*alo of New York exchange has been forced 
at a discount of 25 to 50 cents to meet the 
rails. The price of New York exchange tells 
the whole story as to the movement of money 
as for as this center Is concerned. To-day It 
was quoted at 50 to 25 cents discount, with 
sales reported at 25 cents off. 

In Now' York conditions remain comfortable 
and rates for both call and time loans are 
easy. In fact they are lower now than they 
were this time lost week, and there reetns to 
hi* no likelihood of a stringency, nc<twithstand¬ 
ing the very active speculation which has been 
going cm In the stock market* The known 
movements of money showed that the banks 
had lost on the currency movement $205,300 for 
the week, and had gained from the subtre-aaury 
$178.0*0. These figures do not harmonise with 
the showing revealed in the bank statement, 
which shows a gain In cash for the week of 
$6,387,500, presumably reflecting the gain of 
the previous week, due to receipts of gold 
abroad, # ond which were not transferred to New 
York in time to be Included In the weekly 
showing.

United States Bteel preferred was 
unable to hold Its one point advance, and the 
same was true of Pennsylvania, which cam# 
late Into the movement. The Irregular tone of 
tho market is Indicated by the above movement, 
which absorbed the bulk of the trading The 
bank statement showed a larger onah inceras* 
than was Indicated by the currency movement, 
the average system of compulation thue work¬ 
ing to correct the discrepancy In the other di¬ 
rection In last week’s statement. The loan 
Increase of less than $4,000,000 was considered 
moderate In view of the activity of the spec 
ulatlnn during the *eek. The not rrwult L the 
first recovery in the declining tendency of the 
surplus reserve since that decline set In from 
the hrlgh figure of $64,467,800 on August 20. 

The volume of dealings in stocks has risen 
this week to an average of more than a mil¬ 
lion and a half shares a day, and the question 
of the active Interest in IJie market of 
lsrg» following outside of Wall street has be¬ 
come no longer obtainable. A* a normal re¬ 
sponse to this development there ho* been 
free distribution of holdings to the newcomer* 
In the market by the speculators who saw at¬ 
tractive profits on the previous extensive rise. 
The market showed tho effect of this res Us¬ 
ing, and by midweek was subjected to a sharp 
reaction in consequence of the tnceraslng bur¬ 
den of the selling, and the formation of an in¬ 
fluential party amongst sold-out bull* who fa 
vored a reaction for the purpose of shaking out 
weak holdings of the new long* Interest*, and 
of affording nn opportunity to get back stocks 
at a profitable lower level of price*. The 
eagernnm of waiting demand restrained the 
reaction, on-l the market continued to mani¬ 
fest a strung absorptive power. 

Thero was nothing In the week's news to dis¬ 
courage the rise in the market, and the good 
nows had little bearing on the specific move 
menta of prices. But speculative enthusiasm 
ran high, and the emotional element was prom¬ 
inent throughout, as Is usual in groat specula 
tlve movements. Amongst the week's inci¬ 
dents much attention was given to an ad 
dress delivered by & hanking official whose 
views were regarded as representative of those 
held by one of the most powerful group of 
capitalists In the country. Tho substance of 
this address had been a matter of discussion 
in the financial district for a week or moro, 
from certain reports that Lad gatned clrcula 
tlcm of Its c-ptlmletlc character, and much 
stress was laid on the conviction expressed by 
the speaker that the country faced a prospect 
for the next ten year*, promising as great 
growth and expansion of prosperity tut that 
Which set In ten year* ago. But speculative 
enthtsilaeni was slightly dashed by tho ad¬ 
monitory tone adopted toward the present con¬ 
ditions in the stock market, and the asserted 
belief that tho height to which prices of stocks 
had at present attain'd was greater than 
was warranted by any development as yet in 
conditions, which were rather hopeful for the 
future than actually restored to a high level 
of prosperity. Blgnlflcance was attached also 
to tht warning contained in this address 
against an ajisumpdon alleged to be current In 
worn* hanking quarter# tha$ modern conditions 
hod ah tinged th© old law of political economy 
which made honking Without cash reserves an 
unsafe process. An Impression along the same 
lines was caused by the assertion of the Con¬ 
troller of the Currency in a public addrttfii that 
the practically universal rule Is that all na¬ 
tional bank failures are due to excess loons to 
ono interest or group of interests owned or 
controlled by the officers of the bank Itself, 

Buvimpressions of this nature formed but an 
undercurrent In t»cf of the speculative enthu¬ 
siasm which was rampant. The dominant in¬ 
fluence was caused by the fact that money on 
colt could be had at 2 per cent, or less, while 
time loons running well into next year were 
obtainable at 3% per cent, a condition of 
the money market not known In the month of 
October In New York for many years tost. 
The strong return for the week of the Im- 
pirtoi Bank of Germany and the relaxation is 
consequence of foreign discounts relieved the 
apprehension that had been caused by the 
previous week’s advance in the German bank’s 
discount rate that obstacles would be offered 
10 the drawing of gold from abroad in cose of 
need by New York. Railroad officials from all 
nectlona of the country were united In report¬ 
ing a notable expansion of the movement of 
merchandise cf oil kind*, and a promise of an 
rarly resumption of the grain movement with 
tho shipping of a new crop. The Improvement 
tn net earnings of railroads for August and 
September wo* pointed out. and the fact that 
the Improvement woe due to retrenchment in 
©iterating expenses up to that poinf was offset 
by the decided rise In gross eurnings for th© 
two weeks of October thus far repot tel 

An excite*l d-mand for pig Iron, the placing 
of large orders for railroad equipment and the 
enormous demand f<ir copper points to the 
welfare of the metal Industrie*. New* of u 
bSM* definite kind played a part In th© violent 
movements In special stocks. Ontario and 
Western was said to have passed to the con¬ 
trol of the Now York and New Haven. Th© 
much-talked-of merger of New York traction 
profiles was reported to be achieved. A new 
director of the Erie wa* suppeaed to represent 
Important new interests In that property In¬ 
volving important plan* for the Improvement 
of that, property. A dividend for Reading was 
alleged to b» determined 00 Of even greater 
Influence were the dally and hourly rumor* of 
opening of Htxjculatlve campaigns in one and 
another stock by well-known operators, accom¬ 
panied by detailed assertions of the extent to 
which the rise In the price was to be carried. 
Tii© credence in such "tips” was fostered by 
the regularity with which some of them were 
accomplished, thus Inciting the faith of skep¬ 
tical speculators who have been bystanders but 
attentive observers of the preliminary stage* 
of the growing speculative excitement.

MAY STRIKE. 


BOOKBINDERS SEEK ANOTHER 
CONFERENCE WITH EM¬ 
PLOYERS. 

Want To Be Trentsd With As a 
Union, Not As Individuals. 


Unless the employing bookbinders re- 
from their position in refusing to 
treat with the journeymen bookbinders 
and binder women a strike involving 
all the union workmen employed in 
Louisville will soon be declared. Though 
no definite decision to strike was reach¬ 
ed at a meeting of Local No. 54. 
Brotherhood of Bookbinders, and No. 
126. Bindery Women, held at Odd Fel¬ 
lows* Temple last night, the spirit to 
stand steadfast in their demands was 
rife among both men and women, it 
was announced. 

Both unions took action upon the re- 
pllcr of the employers to a second let¬ 
ter from them, asking a conference to 
discu#s the differences. These replies 
refused to grant the conference, sav¬ 
ing that the employers would not treat 
with the workmen as a union, but 
would only recognise them a* Individu¬ 
als, The second reply \vas in no wise 
different from the first, which was also 
a refusal to recognize the union or 
grant a conference. 

Both unions last night, notwithstand¬ 
ing the fact tha* they met .in their re¬ 
spective halls, d- Jed to make another 
request fur a conference. The request 
will be sent to the employer# to-mor- 
rom morning, and they will be asked 
to make reply during the day. The 
request will be different from th* two 
preceding only In the fact that It will 
Insist on a conference with the work¬ 
men as unions. 

A Joint meeting of the unions wa# 
called for 5:45 o’clock to-morrow nfter- 
noi^p. when the reply of th* employ¬ 
ers will be announced. In the event 
of a refusal to agtee to the desired con¬ 
ference It Is claimed th“ strike will be 
Inaugurated without further parley. 
Joe D. Bradburn. president of the 
Brotherhood of Ho^binders, said last 
night that he believes the conference 
will be granted, but would not forecast 
the result In the even t of failure. 

ARNOLD DALY IN 

TWO LITTLE COMEDIES. 


Closes Engagement With ‘‘The Man 
of Destiny^ and “How He Lied 
To Her Husband.” 


Arnold Daly closed hla Louisville en¬ 
gagement last evening by presenting 
two Uttle playa from the pen of Ber¬ 
nard Shaw—"The Man of Destiny" and 
"How He Lied to Her Husband." In 
the first the young actor gave a pic¬ 
ture of Napoleon in the early year® of 
hie war career, and in the latter the 
character wan that of dapper young 
up-to-date \yrlter of verees, arrayed in 
dress suit and white kid gloves. There 
never was a wider range of character 
delineation, and in both cases the actor 
deepened the Impression his talents had 
already mnde upon Louisville people. 

The Napoleon play 1« a brilliantly sa¬ 
tirical piece in which Shaw takes many 
liberties with the future French Em¬ 
peror. showing up some of his attitude* 
and heroics with keen humor. Against 
him the playwright matches a quick* 
w’itted and resourceful young woman 
who tries to prevent a letter containing 
scandalous *nformation against Jose¬ 
phine from falling Into his hands. She 
play# upon Napoleon's weaknesses In 
true feminine fashion and triumphs. It 
Is a delectable comedy, and was capi¬ 
tally acted. Dorothy Donnelly proved 
herself more talented In a light comedy 
vein than in a serious one, for she sur¬ 
passed her own characterization of 
Candida and, in fact, all but took the 
honoris from the star. She shared them, 
at all events. She was bright and win¬ 
some and dashing in the role, but she 
possessed higher merit than that, for 
ehe titled the part with fascinating 
woman’s tricks and sly humor and 
evinced true sympathy with it. Mr. 
Mitchell as the light-headed Lieutenant 
and Mr. Findlay as the philosophical 
Innkeeper added a couple of well-drawn 
portrait* to the group. 

"How He Lied to Her Huabnnd" is a 
frolic that kept the audience in an up¬ 
roar. Tills shows Shaw in a nervy mo¬ 
ment, for the author here ha# the au¬ 
dacity to make his characters discuss 
and even ridicule his own play, "Can¬ 
dida." It tells of a young poet who 
falls In love with another man's wife; 
who when accused of It by the husband 
denies the accusation, and then l# 
threatened by the husband for not 
adoring so rare a woman. Mr. Daly 
w’as the poet here, Mr. Mitchell was 
the husband, and Miss Selene Johnson 
was the wife, a role that she played in 
excellent style.

The Carnegie Hero Fund Commission 
met in Plttrburg, say# a telegram to 
the Chicago TrWmn*. „ It wa* learned 
that nfter the disaster to the steamer 
Gen. Slocum last June, F. M. Wllmot, 
secretary of the commission, was sent 
to New York and conferred with Jacob 
H. Sehlff to aid the sufferer# under the 
fifth 4'lau*o of the Carnegie hero fund. 
Mr. Sehlff advised Mr. WUmot thut 
the commission having in charge the 
fund# to aid the Slocum sufferer# did 
not need airy assistance. Still the Car¬ 
negie people .ire ready to help. 

Thomas Lynch, president of the 11. 
C. Frick Company, made a report for 
the Committee on Organization limit¬ 
ing the funds as follows; 

First—To acta on which conclusive evi¬ 
dence may be obtained showing that the 
person performing the act voluntarily 
risked his own life In saving or attempt¬ 
ing to save the life of a fellow-being, 
or who voluntarily has sacrificed himself 
In an heroic manner for the benefit of 
others. 

Second—Such acts must have been per 
formed by person#, the nature of who** 
duties In following their regular voca¬ 
tions doe# not necessarily require them 
to perform such acts. 

Third—Such act# must have been per¬ 
formed In the United States of Amcrlia. 
the Dominion of Canada, the colony of 
Newfoundland and the waters thereof. 

Fourth- Such acts must have been per¬ 
formed on or nfter April lf». lfl*>4. 

Fifth—Heroic acts may be brought to 
the attention of the commission by di¬ 
rect application or through the public 
pre##. * 

•The report of thi» Financial Commit¬ 
tee, submitted by John B. Jackson, 
chairman, showed that the $5,000,000 
worth of gold 5 per cent. Interest-bear¬ 
ing flrst-Tnortgag*'b.»nda of the United 
Rtutfs Steel Corporation were regis¬ 
tered In the name of the commission 
May 13 last. About $50,000 Interest al¬ 
ready h«# accrued on the bonds. 

The medal of honor to be selected 
by the commission probably will be of 
bronze or silver. It 1# not the desire of 
the committee to have gold medal* on 
account of thMr Intrinsic value. It la 
argued that the medal 1# a symbol to 
commemorate the deed, and If it l# of 
small value it will be prized all the 
more and be kept by the recipient. 

Seven cases have been Investigated by 
the officers of the commission, and fif- 
ty-tiwo additional ones are now under 
investigation. Of the seven cases In¬ 
vestigated. one has been found which 
will not come under the scope of the 
fund. Oi\e of the remaining six the 
Executive Committee will likely recom¬ 
mend for medal and probably the other 
five. _

/this nose, an ugly hump, was very 
b* r g. standing fsr out from the face, 
v. le the no trlis ^ere entirely too 
large. After the operation, the nose 
bone was found to be rather too short 
than too long, was in a normal position 
and the nostrils much smaller, in addi- 
tiorr to which the hump had vanished. 

“The day before the operation I made 
one on the nose of a corpse secured 
from a medical college. First I took 
away all unnecessary skin and made 
the nostril smaller. I made two cuts 
from the r*»«d of the nose diverging!)' 
to the nostrils, also through the whole 
thickness of the nostrils. Another in¬ 
cision was made further inw’ard than 
the first cut, this triangle then being 
taken out with all the skin and carti¬ 
lage belonging to It. 

“The second part of the operation 
was to level down the nose bone. I 
looseird the skin from the nose and 
applied a new nose chisel. I broke the 
bone after several blows and put a 
knife throtlgh the ridge, which was 
now* left, taking away all unnecessary 
cartilage ahd bone, and part of the 
lump on the nose. 

“The third partsOf the operation con¬ 
sisted of a tjiree-cornered Incision from 
the septum narlum. The upper cut 
was through the cartilage, the lower 
one through the septum. 

“The operation was now completed. 

I began io sew. the shape of the* scam 
being i Y Inverted. The operation 
lasted one hour. The nose healed, and 
in thirteen days the patient wa^ out 
of my care, and so far no bad effects 
have followed the operation. 

“Of great Importance in such an op¬ 
eration is the menial condition of thd 
patient. There must be no melancholy.

**I have made Ten successful opera¬ 
tions on deformed noses since my first. 
Of this number one was a woman pa¬ 
tient havtqg a nose with a duck’s beak, 
which really looked ridiculous. Her 
nose was too long and thick at the end. 
The nostrils were too small. Another 
patient had an animal nose, the end 
being flat and thick, looking like a 
pig’s nose. 

“Other cases successfully treated 
were those of a young woman having 
a long nose adorned with a prominent 
hump, the end of the nose being shaped 
like a shovel; an artist of Paris. whose 
ugly nos© stood In the way of his so¬ 
cial and business success. All of these 
patients now ’wear* perfect noses and 
are happy. *•

Not Vanity, Merely. 

“It is not often vanity which prompts 
people to have their deformed noses 
Unproved, lAit rather to prevent un¬ 
desirable comment from pedestrians 
and people in groups, who gaze upon 
their ugly, deformed noses. 

“It may be of Interest to say some¬ 
thing about another recent case in 
which I experienced great difficulty, 
the septum being too far to the right. 
After taking off a large lump I had to 
pull the parting wall by means of a 
sling made of catgut. The patient had 
taken an anaesthetic and felt no pain, 
and only heard the noise caused by 
sewing the bone. 

“I have removed a large number of 
lumps from noses. If I only took away 
the lump f|om a jmtlent’s nose I made 
a skin cut lengthwise and chiseled aw ay 
part of the bone. It s*#ms to tne to be 
of little Importance whether the cut 
was made lengthwise or crosswise. The 
lengthwise cut generally shows Jes.s 
when healed up. If the lump is not ti>0 
large one can safely make the cut. 

“Another deformity of the nose is the 
enlarged three-cornered cartilage and 
the overhanging nose tip. In the first

case I made a cut in the shape of a 
spindle. The three-cornered cartilage 
Is easily taken out. together with the 
mucous membrane, from the Inside; 
but the cure is not always permanent; 
as the lump sometimes grows again. 

“I have, fortunately, had no death! 
or ill-effects from tny operations, and 
can therefore say that my method it 
perfectly harmless, in all my cases th< 
wounds of the patients healed perfect¬ 
ly and the scars scarcely showed. 

“These patients have since told mt 
that, suffering from their deformity, 
they were ever conscious In presence 
of strangers that they were subject ol 
remarks. Some of them e.’so declared 
that they could not commffcd respect 
and authority in their busiM*?*. 

“Of special interest Is that of a casa 
of a young actress whose nose %n& 
altvays out of place. It was much too 
large and prominent, and was made 
^till more conspicuous by a lump on 

“I am sure that many people would 
pet more pleasure from life If their 
noses were more In proportion to their 
faces. 1 can recall one particular cose 
located In Eger, that of a male pa¬ 
tient. 

“He complained of not being able to 
breathe freely on account of the bad 
shape of his nose, and that it always 
prevented him from securing a good 
position In life. He had one large lump 
on the upper half of hi* nose arid two 
smaller nne« on the lower half. This 
deformity was very bad. especially 
when the patient opened hfa n outh. I 
performed the operation in the usua.’ 
way. I cut through the left nneehole 
and through the mucous' membrane, 
and loosened through this opening the 
skin from the nosobone and sawed off 
the upper hump, pulling up the low^f 
hump by help of a pair of pincers. Th« 
lower hump consisted of cartilage. 
After the operation no ecar was ob¬ 
served on the outsjde. I extracted large 
pieces of bone from this nose."

Dresses of this sort have been In long enough to 
have gone out a grain, but instead they show every 
sign of being here to stay indefinitely. And this year 
there are enough Hew ways of making them to make 
them seem like a new Idea altogether. 

Skirts must be hot only fuller, but full. But the 
new' styles lend themselves to such adaptations that 
there are almost a# many ways of getttng that full¬ 
ness. or of skillfully seeming to, as there are differ¬ 
ent figures to suit. 

A woman with large hips can’t: (oughtn’t to, any¬ 
way) wear a skirt full from the belt. But tuck It 
down a few' Inches, or even down to hex knees, and 
then release it with a« much sweep and trail as ri¬ 
sible, and it will give her the long, graceful lines she 
needs.

Some¬ 
times both skirts are trimmed with wide lace, or with 
puffings, or ”«elf-trimmed“ with tucks 

Waists carry out the skirt idea—or perhaps it’s the 
other way! At any rate, they’ve been planned to¬ 
gether, and are on the same general lines. 

Bodices are leaning more and more toward tight- 
fltting, draped Unas; even where the bodice is full and 
blouses, it has its girdle, that grow* deeper almost 
hourly. 

Vests will be worn a great deal—-every sort of vest, 
from the narrow* waistcoat in a contrasting color ibor- 
rowed from Directolre model#) to the tiny lace affair# 
that are really chemisettes.

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The Italian Domino—How To Make It 


A word first as to stock and its mani¬ 
fold uses. A reliable recipe for stock, 
to be used in flavoring sauces and bast. 
Ing cheap moats, as w*ell as a founda¬ 
tion for all clear soups, is this: 

Three pounds shin beef. 

Three pounds knuckle of veal. 

A ham bone chopped In pieces or 
quarter pound lean ham. 

Two carrots. 

Two small onions or one large one. 

One large turnip. 

Four clove#. 

One bay leaf. 

One teaspoonful mixed herbs 

Five peppercorn*. 

A good sized Jump of sugar. 

Salt to taate. 

Three quarts cold water. 

Chop the ham. bone and cut the beef 
and veal into tw r o-Jneh square pieces. 
W at»h. p.tre and cut the vegetables In 
thi< k slice?. Now put them with the 
meat ami the ham bone Into a large 
saucepan, cover with the water and 
bring slowly to a boll. Keep the stock 
well skimmed, adding a little cold 
waler to prevent it from boiling too 
quickly. When It is quite clear add all 
the other ingredients, and simmer very 
gently for five hours. Strain carefully 
through a cloth or fine sieve, and when 
quite cold remove the fat, and It is 
then ready.for use. 

When th* housewife has learned the 
wisdom of tastily preparing cheap 
meats, she will find that she has bones 
at her command almost every day. If, 

. for Instance, she learns to save the bone 
taken from tho center of a steak, the 
ribs from rouet and the carcass** of 
chickens or turkeys, the liquor from 
the«? will form an excellent foundation 
for many soups. Say that she has K 
frame of a roast chicken ami the center 
bone of a steak. Let her crock them 
up. lay them in the strap kettle, cover 
with cold water and when they coma to 
the first boll, skim carefully. Simmer 
gently for two hotu* and a half or three 
hours, then »dd vegetable flavoring. 

The value of stock in giving body 
to cheap meat dishes Is nowhere bet¬ 
ter demonstrated than In braising, in 
many an American family the pot- 
roast dinner is a thing to be dreaded, 
simply because the cook does not know 
how to prepare a cheap piece of meat. 
Undoing is the correct wuv of prepar¬ 
ing a pot roast, and It Is a mixture of 
b-dllng and baking, accomplished in the 
oven and not on top of the stove, It 
can be employed In cooking beef. veal, 
peek or poultry when the latter is 
found to be tough and unpromising. A 
double rousting pan Is used and the 
meat almost floats in stock, highly flav¬ 
ored with bay leaf, carrots, onions and 
herbs. The meat browns while the 
stock evaporate?, but It does not dry 
out, absorbing in the meanwhile th® 
nourish nig qualities and the rich flavor¬ 
ing of the stock.

The straight, full sleeves should be run up 
with a two-inch hem at the bottom, and plaited 
into great, wide armholes. But. whatever you 
do, don’t make the common mistake of plaiting 
both sleeves in the an me direction? 

Turn up the edges—all the way round — of 
both yokes, ;hen baste the sleeves ar.d domino 
flat to the outride yoke, baste the Inside yoke In 
place, ami stitch the whole flat on the outside. 
This cover# up every ra * scam.
